Telephone Operators Stick ‘to 
Their Posts 36 Hours at « ‘ 
Risk of Their Lives..” 


SHAKEN BY EXPLOSIONS 


Two of the Number Volunteer— 
Almost Overwhelmed by 
Flood of Appeais.

ROCKAWAY, N,. J.,. July 12.—Of all’ 
the acts of heroism and devotion to 
duty recorded during the crisis of last 
Saturday “night few are more note- 
‘worthy than that of the six telephone 
girls here who stuck to their switch- 
boards under a perpetual shower of 
débris and bursting shells. The Dover 
girls, as told in & New Yorxe. ‘Tres 
yesterday, stuck tq their posts for 
twenty-four hours.. 

Rockaway, besides betng one of the 
heaviest hit towns in the stricken area, 
was also one of the centres of tele- 
phone communication. Three. girls 
‘were on duty in the telephone exchange 
over .Gerard’s drug .store when. the 
first explosion occurred. 

But, although it shook the founda- 
tions. of. the building and shattered 
windows in the telephone room, .the 
girls remained at their posts. 

Immediately after the first. detona- 
tion calla began increasing with alarm-, 
ing frequency. Many .of .the. callers 
were curious persons who wanted to 
know where the explosion was, Others 
warned the operators. to leave: their 
post and seek safety since more violent 
explosions. were imminent. Still others 
begged for doctors and ambulances to 
be sent to the vicinity of the nayal 
ammunition station. © 

Finally the demands that the opera-: 
tors seek safety became so Insistent 
that the three girls on duty—Mrs. 
Johanna Doyle, Miss Adeline Leonard 
and Miss Evelyn Bowe—deserted the 
exchange and went.out into the street. 


Returned to Their Posts. 


Men and women were running. in 


all directions, deserting their homes 
in their hurry to get out of town. For 
several minutes the girls stood in 
front of the drug store. The .second 
explosion came and again the builiing. 
rocked. The girls watched people. 
rushing past them. “They'll be need- 
ing telephone service here,” somebody 
said, and the three operators turned 
back intd the building. 

A few minutes later they were 
joined by Miss Harriet Pox, a clerk 
in the drug store downstairs, who vol- 
unteered to help out in the emergency, 
and Miss Mary Richards, another op- 
erator, who had’ gone to supper, fe- 
turned. 

Then the third shock was. echoed 
through the valley and was followed 
by numerous explosions of a less vio- 
lent nature. Shells began falling in 
the town and the cries of the injured 
arose. The streets were soon deserted. 
Gradually the shelling grew worse and 
the bursting projectiles whistled over 
the‘ roofs and: burst in the streets with 
deafening crashes. 


Faster’ and faster ‘the signal lights 
blinked. Voices tremb with emo- 
tion pleaded for “ra or doctors, 
murses, ambulances. Miss Mary Bowe, 
a Lake Hopatcong Opérator, entered 
the room and asked !f she could help. 
The other girls, bugy with their plugs, 
didn’t stop, to reply.

Initial SER tact bi, Red Cross 
.Field Director Discloses 
Extent of Destruction. 


60 DWELLINGS WIPED OUT 


Thousands of Dollars Needed for 
Relief Work—Whole of New Jersey 
Is Likely to Be Canvassed. 


Special to The New York Times. 
DOVER, N. J., Juiy 12.—Completion 
of an initial survey of the area devas- 
tated by the explosions at the Lake 

Denmark Naval Arsenal disclosed to- 

day that. from:350 to 400 families were 
' practically homeless, fifty dwellings 

had been destroyed and from 350 to 

425 would have to be repaired or vir- 

tually rebuilt. 

y The results of the preliminary sur- 
_ wey were given out by T. R. Buchanan, 
assistant director of the National Red 
Cross, following a meeting of the 
Civilian Relief Committee in the City 
Hall council chamber this afternoon, 
when it was voted to turn over all 
relief and rehabilitation work to the 
national organization. He declared it 
would take thousands of dollars ‘to 
carry out the required relief work. 

The meeting was not confined to the 
discussion of plans to raise funds. Re- 
sentment of the action of United 
States Senator Walter E. Edge of New 
Jersey, who declared that stores of 
angerous explosives near centres of 
population was “an outrageous and 
criminal practice,” developed at the 
conference. 

The several thousand dollars already 
raised here for relief work, as well as 
all promised contributions, when re- 
ceived, will be turned over to the Red 
Cross officials, who in turn will ad- 
minister local relief. 

Committee Invited Red Cross Aid. 


The committee appointed by Mayor 
Thomas O. Bassett to ascertain the 
needs of the local victims invited Mr. 
Buchanan to come here. Griffith W. 
Johns, President of the Dover Rotary 
Club and Chairman of the Mayor’s 
Committee, in reporting the situation 
to Director Buchanan, said that at 
present citizens here were affording 
temporary shelter and giving food, 
clothing and money to 102 victims of 
the explosion. He said that the needs 
of the victims in the Mount Hope sec- 
tion were pressing,.as it would be at 
least three days before residents there 
would be permitted to return to. their 
homes. 

in response, Mr. Buchanan said that 
it was not often that the Red Cross 
officials found so much effective work 
done on such short notice as was done 
in Dover and the surrounding munici- 
palities. Then at the suggestion of 
Mayor Bassett and Chairman Johns 
it was formally moved that the relief 
work be turned over to the National 
Red Cross. Mr. Buchanan then asked 
that an advisory committee to work 
with the Red Cross be appointed and 
the Mayor named the following: Max 
Thune, Amos Morrison, Thomas Con- 
lon, Griffith Johns, Edward N. Sear- 
ing, Emil Heller and Henry Baker. 
The committee immediately went into 
conference with the Red Cross official 
to devise plans to make the relief work 
more effective. 

Will Canvass the County. 

It is the plan of the civilian agencies 
to make a thorough canvass of the 
county in the appeal for funds. Sev- 
eral members of the committee ex- 
pressed themselves in favor of not 
restricting solicitation of contributions 
~to the county but to accept from all 
sections of the State. 

Arnold Rippe, State representative 
for the Kiwanis clubs in this section, 
announced that his organization from 
all over the State was ready to render 
financial assistance. This was fol- 
lowed by an announcement from Ed- 
‘ward Jenkins, President of the Kiwanis 
Club of Dover, that he had received a 
check for $200 from other Kiwanis 
clubs for relief work. 

Members of Boy Scout Troops Two, 
Three and Four have been helping the 
relief agencies. Girl Scouts have also 
enlisted to help.

CAPT. DOWLING WON'T 
LOSE HIS EYESIGHT 


Lids Merely Damaged by Bits of 
Slate Blown by Explosion, 
Naval Doctor Says. 


Capt. Otto C. Dowling, who nearly 
lost his sight in the first explosion 
which occurred ‘just as he was turning 
in the fire alarm at the navy arsenal, 
‘was reported yesterday at the Brook- 
lyn Naval Hospital to be much im- 
proved. 

“His vision will not be impairea}” 
said Lieut. Commander Lane, in 
charge at the hospital. ‘The report 
that the lids were entirely blown from 
his eyes was incorrect. One lid was 
very badly lacerated and filled with 
fine particles of slate from roofing 
material shattered by the explosion. 
Bits of this were embedded in his face, 
and it was lacerated. 

“The injured lid is doing well after 
the operation, and will heal all right. 


There was no need for an operation on 
the eyeball itself. His vision will not 
be impaired and he will not be dis- 
figured.”’ 


CITY BARS EXPLOSIVES. 


Storage Not Allowed and Use In

New York City is safeguarded from 
a catastrophe like that of Dover by 
stringent regulations forbidding the 
storage of high explosives within its 
limits, it was declared yesterday by 
officials of the Combustibles Division 
of the Fire Department and by New 
York representatives of the du Pont 
Company.

Three Generals Attend Service 
at Dover for First Victim 
Recovered From Ruins. 


BODY SENT TO RICHMOND, VA. 


Marines and Infantry Escort the 
Casket and Taps Sounds as It 
Is Put Aboard Train.

DOVER, N. J., July 12.—Simple fu- 
neral ceremonies, in which the highest 
ranking military officers here par- 
ticipated, were held today for Second 
Lieutenant. George W. Bott Jr., who 
was killed when a shed near which 
he was working on his car collapsed 


at the time of the first great explo- 
sion Saturday. 

Lieutenant Bott was the only one on 
the Army reservation at Picatinny to 


be killed and his was the first body | bod 


recovered. Lieutenant. N. Framsey 
his executive officer, led a detail of 
five men into the ruins yesterday 
morning and extricated the body at 
great risk to their own lives. 

At 2 o’clock this afternoon a platoon 
of soldiers of the Sixteenth Infantry, 
stationed ordinarily at Governors Is- 
land, marched down North Essex 
Street here to the funeral parlors of 
Samuel H. Frances. At their head was 
Colonel Stanley H. Ford, commanding 
officer of the regiment. 
the funeral parlors a squad of Ma- 
rines of the detachment which arrived 
here last night from Quantico, Va., 
stood at parade rest Chief of Police 
Charles U. Counterman and most of 
the Dover police force were there to 
keep order. 


One Relative Is Present.

Wife of Missing Officer and| 
Guests Knocked Down by 
Explosion as They Ran. 


Woman Who Fled From Home and 
Family Found Dazed, Wan- 
dering in Highway.

DOVER, N. J., July 12.—Mrs. Sophie 
Shrader, wife of Lieutenant Herman C. 
Shrader, still unaccounted for, fur- 
nished a vivid description today of the 
explosion and the terror that followed. 
Bruised and lacarated herself, Mrs. 


Shrader “interrupted a search for in- 
formation about her missing husband 
to visit her daughter Frances in the 
aoe aaa Hospital in Morristown. She 
said: 

‘“‘We were all on the porch of our 
home near.the main gate. There were 
my husband, my daughter Frances, my 
brother, August J. Shoenhelz, and his 
wife, Marian, who were guests. We 
were idly looking in the direction of 
the hillside where the magazines: were 
located. 54 

“Suddenly there was a flash, a ter- 
rible flash, thdt seemed to’ encompass 
the whole countryside. Then there was 
a boom and a gigantic puff of smoke. 
We all jumped up. ,-My husband 
shouted to us to run out toward the 
gate. We all started without waiting 
to take our ‘wraps. 

“We knew immediately what had 
happened, but no one spoke, My hus- 
band ran.to the telephone and called 
the barracks to give the general alarm 
of fire. Frances; my brother, his wife 
and I ran. As we looked back on the 
road I saw my husband jump into his 
sedan and go up the road toward the 
barracks. When he saw us looking he 
gestured to us to hurry toward the 
gate.. It was the last I saw of him. 


Knocked Down by Second Blast. 

“We had run a half mile in the 
heightening glare of the fire when 
there was another sudden flash, a puff 


and an awful blast. All four of us 
were thrown forward on our faces. We 
were bleeding from small cuts and 
bruises, but none of us was seriously 
hurt. 

“We had only run a few moments 
when the second blast sounded—more 
awful than the first. I was lifted clear 
off the ground. It was a strange and 
terrible sensation. I landed on my 
face, sprawling. The others, too. were 
thrown forward. Frances wrenched 
her left shoulder, but again none of us 
was badly hurt. Fa 

“We started running once more. 
Along the road we met a man who had 
been badly hurt. His face was chopped 
by glass. I could see many pieces of 
glass still in his cheeks. The only 
name I got from him was ‘Sam.’ ‘Take 
me to Summit,’ he said. He was hys- 
terical. f 

“It seemed we had run miles and 
miles when we .finally reached the 
gate. All of-us were trembling and 
I think we tried to laugh. . At ‘the 
gate figures were rushing madly about. 
No one paid much attention to any 
one. Every one seemed shocked, ter- 
rified and bewildered. Near the gate 
I found an army car and the five of 
us got in. I drove toward Dover. We 
went for treatment to Dr. Mutchler 
and then to. Morristown Hospital.” 


= Saved Children and Marines. 


How Mrs. E. A. Brown, wife of 
Lieutenant Commander E. A. Brown, 
who is still missing, saved four chil- 


dren and two marines, was among the 
stories of heroism and suffering which 
came to Hght. tonight. 

Mrs. Brown was at home with her 
child. when the first alarm came Satur- 
day evening. Her husband called to 
her that he- was responding to it and 
drove off with Captain B. H. Clarke, 
who. is listed among the missing. Mrs. 
Brown took the three children of Cap- 
tain Clarke into her home and a mo- 
ment later an explosion partly wrecked 
the house. A second explosion fol- 
lowed, bringing part of the house down 
on Mrs. Brown and cutting and bruis- 
ihg her. 

Facing the practical certainty of 
death if she remained, Mrs. Brown 
gathered the four children about her 
| and ran to the garage. As she was 
getting them into the car another ex- 
plosion sent part of the building 
crashing down. -Mrs. Brown. got the 
car going, however, but found the way 
blocked through the gate she generally 
used. TI'wo marines guided her to an- 
other gate and escaped with her. 

As she described it last night, a wall 
of fire that seemed hundreds of feet 
| high, pursved her as she fled, and for 
several minutes she despaired of es- 
caping it. Eventually, however, the 
little party got out of the danger. zone 
and Mrs. Brown drove twenty miles 
over mountain roads slippery from

Guardsmen Aid Refugees.

TRENTON, 'N. J., July 12.—Dr. Mur- 
ray B. Kirkpatrick, one of the detail 
of the Trenton National Guardsmen 


who. responded to an emergency call 
from the stricken area, told today of 
scenes among the _ refugees. The 
guardsmen, in charge of Colonel ,JJohn 
H. McCullough, penetrated the danger 
zone to a point a mile and half from 
the exploding powder magazines. 
They took 100 cots and 200 blankets to 
Morristown, where nearly four hun- 
dred refugees had fled. 

Men, women and children, many of 
them only partly clothed, were lying 
about in improvised shelters, shiver- 
ing from the cold wave that had fol- 
lowed the torrid weather. At the Mor- 
ristown armory, where 350 of the 
réfugees gathered, upward of one hun- 
dred persons were lying on the floor 
with little covering. 

Driving through the hills just above 
the ruins of the navy arsenal at Lake 
“Denmark yesterday afternoon, Major 
Mark O. Kimberling of the State Police 
here and Colonel Ford of the Sixteenth 
Infantry, Governors Island, with sev- 
eral companions, narrowly escaped 
death when a five-inch steel-jacketed 
shell landed directly in front of their 
car. 


The State Police official and his com- 
panions went close to the ruins, hope- 
ful of seeing a sign of life in the 
demolished buildings. Nothing but des- 
olation and smoldering. embers met 
their. eyes. Occasionally, the debris 
‘was torn and scattered, as giant shells 
exploded. Sees : 

“My first impression as I looked over 
the smoking ruins,” said Major Kim- 
berling,.““was one of awe as I saw the 
American flag flying untouched above 
the™ e. The first ‘explosion 
occurred just before the hour for the 
sounding of retreat at sunset and the 
flag was heft flying.’’

Two Had Narrow Escape.

PASSAIC, N. J., July 12.—William 
R. Goss, a marine, of 297 Madison 
Street, this city, and his pal, Thomas 
F. Mullarkey, a sergeant in the ma- 
rines, narrowly escaped death in the 
explosion at Lake Denmark. Both are 
at the Goss home, slowly recovering 
from shock, 

Mrs, William J. Rodenbough of 281 
Madison Street, this city, tells a 
graphic story of the explosion. She 
was-in her bungalow on Lake Den- 
mark, where she spends week-ends in 
company with her brother-in-law and 
sister, Mr. and Mrs. William Heinle, 
and their two sons, Norman and Philip, 
of East Orange. 

“It was terrible and terrifying,” 
Mrs. Rodenbough said today. “The 
first explosion came as we were chang- 
ing the linen on one of our beds and 
a kitchen table struck us and hurled 
us across the bed. The second ex- 
plosion sent the whole of the rear part 
of my home and the porch on top 
of us. : 

“We thought at first that the light- 
ning had struck our building and I 
shouted for help. We were only a 
quarter of a mile from the scene of 
the first explosion. We started across 
the road and up the mountainside. We 
were hurled& to the ground when the 
third explosion came. Throughout the 
trip up the mountainside shells were 


exploding all around us, overhead and- 


on the ground, and timber and lumber 
had the air black. 

‘We lay flat,’”’ Mrs. Rodenbough con- 
tinued, ‘‘on the wet ground and with 
the rain pouring down upon us for 
some time, and finally made our way 
to a hollow on the other side of the 
ridge, where we remained for several 
hours, While there in the hollow we 
saw the dazed soldiers and marines 
come out and the ambulances carry 
the wounded off to the hospitals.” 


WILBUR TALKS WITH 
SURVIVORS OF BLAST 


All Known Precautions Were 
Taken Against Such a 
Disaster, He Says. 


Special to The New York Times. 

DOVER, N. J., July 12.—Secretary of 
the Navy Wilbur, after an extended 
visit to:the devastated arsenal grounds 
this morning, said that all known pre- 
cautions against such a catastrophe 
had been taken by the Navy Depart- 
ment. The exact cause of the disaster 
will be taken up by a naval inquiry, 
which, he said, would be convened to 
investigate every phase of the disaster. 

Rear Admiral Campbell, Judge Advo- 
cate of the Navy, reached here a short 
time after Secretary Wilbur had made 
his inspection. Before he left Mr. Wil, 
bur said that he had left instructions 
for Admirat Campbell. 

Secretary Wilbur was’ accompanied 
here by Rear Admiral Charles P. Plun- 
kett, commanding the Third Naval Dis- 
trict, and Captain Walter R. Gherardi. 
They were met at the edge of the army 
reservation by Captain W. R. Sayles, 
who is in charge of the situation for 
the Navy Department. He had just 
returned from leading a search party 
through the ruins in an effort to find 
the bodies of the marines still listed 
as missing. 

““‘Witnesses have told me that the ex- 
plosion was caused by a bolt of light- 
ning striking one of the magazines," 
Secretary Wilbur said. 

“This will be taken up in detail by a 
Court of Inquiry. We went alongside 
Lake Picatinny and saw the army 
buildings that have been demolished 
and we could see the navy property. 

“All known precautions against such 
a disaster were taken and the matter 
had been carefully considered by the 
Bureau of Ordnance, which had the 
opinion of the best experts in the coun- 
try. I cannot say whether the maga- 
zines were equipped with lightning 
conductors, but I can say that so far 
as is known, it was as well protected 
against such hazard as was humanly 
possible. ‘ 

“The problem of having arsenals in 
districts that are less populated and 
are situated in remoter areas wi 
come before the Board of Inquiry.”

Americans Aim at Great Moral 
Pilgrimage in the Paris 
Meeting Next Year. 


PLAN FOR 30,000 DELEGATES 


Wicker Says Real Purpose Takes on 
a Religious Character in 
Homage to Dead.

PARIS, July 12.—The moral side of 
the Paris convention of the American 
Legion, which will bring 30,000 Ameri- 


| cans to the French capital in Septem- 


ber of next year, Is already engaging 
earnest attention. An advance staff is 
now actively working on the details of 
the big undertaking. 

The most careful precautions will be 
taken to.make the assembly the most 
orderly and well-behaved of its kind 
ever brought together at any place. 
Johnny Wicker Jr., national travel di- 
rector, under whose direction the plans 
for the convention are being made, said 
today before leaving for New York 
that the American Legion well knew 
the dangers and difficulties involved 
in bringing 30,000 Americans to Paris. 

“While we count considerably upon 
the fact that the men will be accom- 
panied by 10,000 women—mothers, 
wives and_ sisters’’—explained Mr. 
Wicker, ‘‘we will not teave anything 
to chance. We are omy pike pe upon 
those who are coming|and we want 
to impress it upon the people of France 
that this is not a joy ride, but a pil- 
grimage almost religious in its char- 
acter. 

‘‘Bathers and mothers of 50,000 Amer- 
icans who died fighting will be given 
first place. The chief purpose of our 
coming is to pay solemn homage to our 
own dead in such an impressive man- 
ner as will not be forgotten for many 
years. A ceremony moving in its na- 
ture will be held at every American 
grave in Franc., before which mem- 
bérs of the convention will kneel on 
both knees and place simple flowers. 

‘“‘We know our big problem is to get 
the seriousness of the pilgrimage over 
to the French people. There is no use 
denying the fact that the French are 
convinced that a great majority of 
Americans who come over here do s0 
to relax and have a-good time in all 
the odious meanings of that phrase. 
Our people will come on an tirely 
different mission, though it is only hu- 
man to expect them to have a. good 
normal time when their official duties 
are over. 

“We shall have some millionaires in 
our~-party, but for the most part we 
shall be made up of bricklayers and 
clerks—wage earners—in most cases as 
distinguished from even the salaried 
man. 

“Those who are coming have been 
saving for many months. There are 
already 600 banks in America with 
special Paris convention savings ac- 
counts departments. To nearly all it 
will mean a financial sacrifice. So 
you can see how the convention _will 
differ from the ordinary joyful visit 
to Paris.’ 

‘Mr. Wicker said that the, Legion 
might be accused of indulging teo gen- 
erously in sentiment in its plans for 
the Paris meeting. 

“Yes, it is sentimental; but heaven 
knows it is time we go back to senti- 
ment,’’ he added. We have gotten far 
enough from it, with what result every 
one can see himself. We helped stop 
one invasion. It was one of infernal 
machines. 

‘‘There are other invasions equally as 
dangerous—invasions of prejudice and 
ill-felling, misynderstanding, ‘&c. The 
Legion will help to forestall this. We 
hope to leave a lasting impression on 
France and forge by it a new bond be- 
tween the two countries—a bond whieh 
many believe has been too strained 
and without reason, sense or justice.”

Exhorts the Conference 
in London.

LONDON, July 12.—The world con- 
ference of liberal Jews which is being 
held here, with many representatives 
from the United States, heard an ad- 
dress today by Rabbi Louis Wolsey 
of Philadelphia. 

In the course of his talk Rabbi Wol- 
sey said that in the past the Jews 
had lived as if they were a tribe 
with special privileges instead of spe- 
cial duties in the world at large. 

Liberal Judaism in America, he said, 
laid stress on the Democratic and Pro- 
gressive ‘character of Judaism. The 
statement that Israel would live alone 
was not madé by the Jewish prophet, 
for Judaism found its most. logical 
fruition in the totality of life. He 
who denied the right to reconcile the 
Koran with the thought of the present 
day was more interested in privilége 
than tn Judaism. Rothe 

The orthodox Jews in Great Britain 
are beginning a movement to coun- 
teract liberal Judaism says a corres- 
pondent of the London Times. Ac- 
cording to an interview in the Jewish 
chronicle with Rabbi Schoenfeld a 
new union of synagogues is .soon to 
come into being. 

The present Jewish organizations 
such as the United Synagogue are re- 
garded by the orthodox Jews as grant- 
ing too many concessions to the re- 
formist elements, thus paving the way 
for liberal inclinations, 

The Schoenfelds movement will stand 
for positive yet constructive orthodoxy, 
“which will not only profess but also 
practice the traditional Judaism’ and 
is intended to act as a strong right 
wing in Jewry to counterbalance the 
liberal left.

TO GIVE UP SERVICES

MEXICO CITY, July 12.—According 
to prominent Catholies, the latest de- 
creg promulgated by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment will have disastrous effects, 
and at a meeting of prominent Church 
leaders it has been resolved to sus- 
pend church services after Aug. 1. 

Priests, who under the decree must 
‘register in order to hold-services, say 
they will not obey the decree, as it 
conflicts wita the Constitution of 
Mexico. 

Upon refusing to register, priests 
will automatically be barred from 
holding services. 

The decree also prohibits living in 
community, and the priests will seek 
separate homes, but they say it will 
be impossible to hold church services 
singly. 

Mexico is said to be facing a boycott 
by the Church, and all church services, 
according to the Catholics at the 
meeting, will be suspended. 

If the priests refuse to hold services, 
the Government holds that it has the 
right through religious law to take 
possession of the. churches and use 
them in any manner it may see fit. 

Catholics here are bitter against the 
hew ‘decree, as they say it will pre- 
vent priests from administering the 
last rites, unless in a church, in case 
of accident on the streets. Priests un- 
der the decree are forbidden to give 
the sacrament. r 

What the effects of the new decree 
will be upon Catholics remain to be 
seen. Catholics are meeting, it is said, 
in secret, and what they are planning 
is unkno#vn, but it is said that they 
will not continue to support the 
churches if they are owned by the 
Government under present restrictions. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas, pastor of a 
Protestant church in Mexico City, is 
preparing to leave Mexico, a& the de- 
cree prohibits foreigners f holding 
church services. It is stated that other 
Protestant ministers will abandon 
Mexico. Missionaries of! Protestant 
churches will remain, as they are not 
giving religious services, but they will 
follow if they do not refrain from giv-. 
ing religious instructions to the 
younger generation or trying to con- 
vert them from Catholicism to Protes- 
tantism.

Action Brought by Woman Is Dis- 
missed With Her_ Consent. 

The $250,000 breach of promise suit 
brought Jast year by Ada Lucille 
Schields against Harry C. (Bud)

BUDAPEST, July 12.—The trial of 
Mathias Rakosi, former. Peoples’ Com- 
missar in the Communists régime of 
Hungary, and his fifty-four com- 
panions, which opened tcday, attracted 
unusual interest not only in Moscow 
but in Socialist circles throughout 
Europe. 

Among the foreign visitors are the 
Vice President of the German Socialist 
Party, Dr. Rosenald, and three Czecho- 
slovakian Communist Deputies. It is 
reported that the French and British 
radicals will be represented by Henri 
Barbusse and Frederick Ponsonby. 

The local Socialists, however, are 
much cooler toward the Communists. 
Though lawyers who are members of 
their party are defending the accused, 
they point out that this is in a private 
capacity. They are generally doing 
everything they can to dissociate 
themselves from the -Communists, 
whose brief régime in Hungary they 
still believe constituted~-the greatest 
obstacle to the progress of socialism. 

Rakosi, who was arrested last Win- 
ter during a short trip to dapest, is 
charged with trying to restore a prole- 
tarian dictatorship. The defendants 
maintain that they were simply trying 
by agitation to force the Government 
to recognize the Communist Party. 

Moscow’s efforts to obtain the frde- 
-dom of the defendants is believed to 
be taking the form of secretly offering 
to Hungary trade concessions if an 
acquittal is secured.

He was placed on the Interborough’s 
roster on Sept. 4, 1904, as a conductor. 
On Dec. 1 of that year he was ad- 
vanced to a switchman, and in March, 
1905, became a regular rhotorman. He 
resigned from Interborough employ 
on Dec. ;8, 1905, with a satisfactory 
record behind him.

James F. Walsh, head of the 
striking. power men, whose beard, in 
accordance to his vow not to shave 
until the strike had been won, had 
reached a considerable length, urged 
the men to stick. 

Mr. Walsh announced that Messrs. 
Lavin, Bary and Phelan, leaders of the 
striking motormen, would attend the 
meeting arranged by America’s Good- 
Will Union, scheduled for today by 
Gustavus A. Rogers, Chairman of its 
Executive Committee, in what was ap- 
parently expected to be a last effort to 
get some from of arbitration for their 
wage increase demands. Mr. Walsh 
read a list of prominent men ‘connected 
with the Good-Will Union, and the 
strikers cheered his assertion that 
these were the best kind of American 
citizens. 

Mr. Hedley’s extension of the time 
@uring which striking employes might 
return to work followed reports of in- 
timidation of those who desired to re- 
turn by strikers’ pickets. Mr. Hedley’s 
notice, which was addressed ‘‘to strik- 
ing motormen and switchmen,’’ fol- 
lows: 

‘While a large number of our motor- 
men and switchmen returned to duty 
today, many were prevented from do- 
ing so by pickets established at: re- 
porting points and by intimidation of 
thes men and their families by repre- 
sentatives of the strikers who called 
at their houses. 

“In view of this condition, the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the brotherhood 
has requested that the time limit for 
‘striking: employes reporting back. to 
duty be extended another twenty-four 


hours. The company as granted the 
request.’ 

Mr. Quackenbush ‘Asalaiet that the 
company inténded to gfve_ complete 
protection to mien -who desired to re- 
turn’ to -work. ‘The returning men 

are having to run the gauntlet, so to 

speak,” he said. “‘‘We are going to 
ase to it through the police that men 
who want to come.back to work may 
do so without running the risk of as- 
sault, intimidation or even villification. 
Assurances along this line are being 
} given to the men and their families.’’ 

Mr. Quackenbush said that the train 
dispatcher at. Astoria, Queens, reported 
that.four shots wete fired at a motor- 
Man running a train out of the Astoria 
terminal-at 3:18 7yesterday morning. 
There also was a*Yeport that a shot 
had been fired at a northbound Lex- 
ington Aventie train at Westchester. 
and Brook Avenues, the Bronx, but. it 
was learned later that the supposed 
shot was probably a backfire ‘from an 
automobile* beneath the tracks, which 
are elevated at this point. 

There was ‘more ‘mystery about the 
shots supposed to have been fired in 
Astoria. Police Captain John Galla- 
gher in charge of the Queens detec- 
tives, said that the remains of ex- 
ploded signal torpedoes were found on 
the tracks near the Astoria terminal 
and that these indicated the sounds 
heard must have been from torpedoes 
rather than from shots. The employes 
of the Interborough remained certain 
that shots were fired. 

A strange feature of the strike situ- 
ation was that few of the strikers 
called at the Interborough offices at 
165 Broadway for their pay, the com- 


there instead of at the pay car .as is 
customary. Up to 8 o’clock, the hour 
of closing the treasurer’s office, only 
fifteen ‘motormen and fourteen sWitch- 
men had called for their p envel- 
opes. Three of the motormen told the 
paymaster that they intended to re- 
turn. 

The failure of any considerable num- 
ber of the strikers, numbering nearly 
800, to call for pay due them was 
taken to indicate that’ few of them 
were in immediate need of personal 
funds. Mr. Quackenbush in comment- 
ing upon the .same number said it in- 
dicated that perhaps the Interborough 
employes were not so poorly paid as 
the strike leaders would like to have 
the public believe. ‘‘The motormen 
and switchmen are all good men and 
are a thrifty lot,’’ he said. ‘‘We would 
like to have them back.” ‘ 

At 8 o’clock last night 151 regular 
subway motormen and 480 new motor- 
men, @ total of 631, were actually at 
work. There also were at work 29 
regular switchmen and 219 new switch- 
men, a total of 248, making a grand 
total of 879 subWay motormen and 
switchmen actually on the job, with 
736 needed to man the subways fully.

Estimating the total number of sub- 
way..motormen at 750, this left the 
total number of Interborough employes 
on strike at 8 o’clock last evening, 
without allowing for those who had 
said they would return but had not 
actually resumed work, at 715, rites 
as follows: 

Five hunrdel subway motormen and 
switchmen, 53 elevated motormen and 
switchmen and 92 power department 
employes. 

Asked if the foregoing figures indi- 
cated to him that the strike was over, 
Mr., Quackenbush said: 

“Well, you might argue it that way.

Mr: Quackenbush said that the

Herman Starts Rally That Nets

CHICAGO, July 12.—The gaunt, gray 
ghost of misfortune that has followed 
the footsteps of Dazzy Vance all sea- 
son caught up with him again today. 
Just when Dazzy looked the great 
dazzler of old, just when he had re- 
gained the pinnacle of pitching per- 
fection on the road that’s paved with 
victories, he was. knocked out of the 
box. But only after he had beaten the 
Cubs, 5 to 0. 

Not by base hits was he siboriess from 
the hill, but by a line drive that 
crashed into his pitching arm and left 


it hanging limp and useless, the fore- 
arm paralyzed. Vance recovered mo- 
mentarily and threw the runner out 
at first and then he sank to the ground 
in a paroxysm .of pain for several 
minutes. 

The players of both clubs rushed to 
the pitcher’s box and surrounded the 
fallen hero while the crowd waited, 
silent and eager, to know how badly 
Dazzy was hurt. At last-he emerged 
from the circle of athletes and picked 
up the ball. There was a faint cheer 
—but when he made a pitiful attempt 
to throw the ball to the plate and it 
landed about’six feet from him, it 
was evident that his mighty arm was 
useless, at least for the time being. 


Game Clinched in Fourth. 


The accident occurred in the fifth 
inning and by that time the Robins 
had driven in enough runs to assure 
them of winning. In the fourth they 
had batted trom one end of the line- 
up to the other, and with a barrage 
of base hits, a base on balls and an 


error had chalked up five runs. When 
the next inning started George Mil- 
stead, who was the first of three Chi- 
cago pitchers, had disappeared and 


make runs. 

But the Cubs were as docile against 
Vance and Rube Ehrhardt, who re- 
lieved him, as the Robins were against 
Huntzinger and Piercy, the last two 
Chicago hurlers, and just one of these 
five runs would have been enough. 

During the four and two-thirds, in- 
nings that transpired before he was 
forced to retire Vance pitched with all 
his old time skill. He struck out-four 
men in the first two innings, he al- 
lowed only five hits, and when run- 
ners were in a position to score he 
was invincible. 

Adams opened the fifth inning with 
a single to short. Heathcote walked, 
and then came the. tragedy. Hank 
Schreiber made one of Dazzy’s fast 
ones faster as he lined it back at the 
pitcher. Vance struck up his hands 
to ward off the blow and‘ the ball 
crashed into his elbow. He tossed out 
Schreiber at @irst and Ehrhardt, the 
iron horse, kept the Cubs from the 
plate for the rest of the game, but it 
would have been far better for the 
Robins if that drive had gone on its 
way and the Cubs had been allowed 
a couple of runs. 


Extent of Injury Not ‘Known. 


There is no way of telling how long 
Vance will be incapacitated. He may 
recover in a few days or he may not 
be able to pitch again this year. 

It was the climax of a series of mis- 
fortunes that has kept the Brooklyn 
ace from winning this year. He has 
suffered at one time or another from 
boils, neuralgia, insomnia and various 
others ailments. 

Today's victory was only the third 
he has registered this season, which 
is more than half gone already. Dur- 
ing his last two appearances he has 
been at his best and the Robins were 
just beginning to count on him win- 
ning many games. Now they may 
have to revise their count.

‘BOOTHBAY HARBOR, Me., July 12. 
—Advance, owned and sailed by Vice 
Commodore John 8. Lawrence, the 
originator of: the staysail rig, won her 
fourth successive race today from 
Islesboro to this port, a long run that 
was mostly uphill against a moderate 
southwester. Vanitie’led the fleet at 
the finish, but Advance, with more 
than twenty-five minutes’, time allow- 
ance tucked; away in her snowy ‘skirts, 


‘+beat the H. P. Whitney boat by 12/- 


minutes 31 seconds corrected time. 
On the other three yachts Vanitie 
Baved her time and. scored second 
place; although her margin over H. 8. 
Vanderbilt's Vagrant was‘only 1 min- 


jute 42 seconds corrected time. 


Except for a few moments in the 
lower Penobscot E. W. Clark’s Reso- 
lute was never dangerous, and trailed 
Vagrant at the finish, taking fourth 
place, 8 minutes 13 seconds astern of 
Vanitie. .C..L. Harding's Wildfire also 
was outsailed. 

Shawara won in the forty-footer class 
and Pleione in the small schooner di- 
vision, 

The staysail race was all Advance 
from atait to finish, and at no time 
was she outside of her time allow- 
ance. Her skipper sailed her beauti- 
fully, especially in the long beat of 
nearly thirty miles to the Old Man 
Ledge, just before which she was 
passed by Vanitie. She clung tena- 
clously to the wake of the Whitney 
yacht on the way in, and, although 
outfooted a bit by Vagrant and Reso; 
lute, was always in the money. 


Resolute’s Showing Disappoints. 
The showing of Resolute was a dis- 


| appointment, possibly because of her 


scratched keel. She acted sluggishly at 
the start and even when she fina!ly 


caught Vanitie under Owl’s Head she 
could not hold her place. On the 
other hand; Vagrant showed life for 
the first time in a week and beat Res- 
olute at the finish by 1 minute 17 
seconds. : 

As .the race was an unusually long 
-one, the fleet left Gilkey’s Harbor 
early, but it was wasted effort, for 
the start was postponed half an hour 
while the wind settled down for the 
day a trifle east of south. It was a 
slow start, with all the yachts ¢om- 
ing for the line on the port tack un- 
der the Isleboro shore. The advan- 
tage lay between the Advance and 
Vagrant, with Wildfire not far astern 
and Vanitie coming up fairly fast. 
P Hagoute was slow in getting away. 

The fleet held along the Isleboro 
shore until past Mark Island, when 
Vanitie, Pleione and Wildfire split 
tacks and stood in toward. North 
Haven. It proved a poor move, for all 
three were nearly becalmed, while. Ad- 
vance, Vagrant and even Resolute, far 
astern, found a better wind out in 
the bay. 

When Vanitie swung back again on 
the port tack, she was a poor third. 
She held on across the bay to Owls 
Head, where she just managed to’ 
cover Resolute. A minute more and 
shé would have been. in fourth place. 


Wildfire Hopelessly Astern. 


In the meantime Advance had been 
footing fast and eating to windward, 
while Vagrant also had been going 


strong. The two tacked under Monroe 
Island and stood across the bay far in 
the lead of Vanitie and Resolute, 
while Wildfire was hopelessly astern. 

The real fight came in the beat from) 
Monroe Island to The Old Man and 
off Two Bush Light, Vanitie finally 
managed to work past- Advance and 
Vagrant about three miles from’ the 
bouy. 

The elapsed times for the five stay- 
sail schooners in the thirty-mile beat 
from. the ,entrance of er s Harbor 
to The Old Man in a gradually increas- 
ing breeze, which at no time was over 
eight knots, was as follows:

Kornta gave a dinner last night at the 
Manhattan Club in honor of his Emi- 
nence John Cardinal Csernoch, Hun- 
garian Primate, who came to this 
country to ete the Eucharistic Con- 
gress, 

The guests, numbering about seven- 
ty, included nearly’ every member of 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, several Judges of General and 
Special Sessions, and prominent clergy- 
men, both Protestant and Catholic. 
Justice Victor J. Dowling acted as 
toastmaster. . 

Governor Smith had been invited but 
could not attend. In a letter sent to 
Mr. Konta, which was read at the 
dinner, the Governor gaid: 

“I regret that an engagement made 
before I received your invitation 
makes it impossible for me to be 
present with you on Monday evening. 
At our recent official —— in New 
York City and at Eucharistic 
Congress in Chicago, I T hed the pleas- 
ure of meeting His Eminence, your 
distinguished guests of tonight, and it 
is with regret that I find myself de- 
nied the pleasure of being with you 
on this occasion. 

“The effect of the recent Eucharistic 
Congress will be felt in the spiritual 
life of our people for many years. Nu- 
merous manifestations of this will be 
aparent. Nothing could be more im- 
portant in the midst of the turmoil and 
unrest of the times than. the example 
of spiritual tranquillity offered by such 
impressive gatherings of religious or- 
ganizations. * 

“Please present to his Eminence my 
compliments and regrets, and, speak- 
ing for the people of the.State of New 
York, my best wishes for his continued 
good health and a safe return to his 
Own country.”’ 

James W. Gerard, John Godfrey 
Saxe, President of the club, Herbert 
Bayard Swope, John J. Dunn and Mr. 
Konta were among the speakers. The 
Rev. B. L, Peeri of the Hungarian 
Church. in East Fourteenth Street, 
offered prayer, and the Rev. Stephen 
¥. Chernitzsky of St. Stephen’s Church 
in Bridgeport, Conn., introduced Cardi- 
nal Csernoch. 

The guests sat at one large table, 
in the center of which was a garden 
of red roses. Instead of place cards 
each guest found at his plate a cardi- 
nal gash of satin with his name em- 
bosed in gilt.

JOKES ON PROHIBITION 
BARRED FROM MOVIES 


Even Drinking Scenes Are Banned, 
Hays Says, if Not Essential ‘in 
Building Up the Plot.’ 


LOS ANGELES, July 12 ().—Will H. 
Hays, President of the Motion Picture 
Producers and Distributers of America, 
Inc., made public today a statement 


outlining the organization’s recently 
adopted policy that no film produced 
within its ranks shall in the slightest 
degree encourage disrespect for any 
law, especially the prohibition law. 
The policy was adopted at the annual 
meeting here some weeks ago of rep- 
resentatives of the association. 
Mr. Hays’s statement follows: 

‘Make certain that into no title there 
be allowed to enter any word, phrase, 
clause or sentence that directly or in- 
directly encourages the slightest dis- 
regard for law. There might be a ten- 
dency to make light of prohibition on 
the theory that it is a type of humor 
and might bring the laugh which some- 
times follows, but any such treatment 
of the subject is, of course, a belittling 
of the statute itself and it is the ear- 
nest purpose of the association to make 
certain that the screen shall never be 
used in a manner which promotes the 
slightest disrespect for any law, what- 
ever that law may be. 

“Make certain that into no picture 
there be allowed to enter any shot of 
drinking scenes, manufacture or sale 
of liquor or undue effects of liquor 
which are not a necessary part of the 
story or an essential element in the 
building up of the plot. That is, there 
should be no picturization of liquor, 
its manufacture, use or effect which 
can be construed as being brought in 
unnecessarily as atype of propaganda. 
It is one thing, of course, if the use of 
liquor in a picture is a natural element, 
but quite another thing if it is brought 
in unnecessarily in any way which can 
be construed as being for an ulterior 
purpose or which in any way promotes 
disrespect for law. 

“The motion picture has a definite 
duty, still more pr at the 
present, of not allowing itself to be 
misused in any situation. Further it 
has the continuing duty of positive 
support of law, order and authority, 
and the great. opportunity which is 
pictures measures exactly their “great 
responsibility.”

two weeks, ‘“‘“My Magnolia’? came to 
the Mansfield Theatre last night. This 
piece differs from the run of all-colored 
productions sporadically presented 
hereabouts since “‘Shuffle Along’’ set 
every one in town hurrying to Daly's 
Sixty-third Street in that it.is In the 
nature of a musical comedy instead of 


a revue, and this was the chief factor 
that worked to its disadvantage. Lop- 
sided and ambling as it wag last night 
in its musical comedy form, it still had 
some amazingly fast and expert danc- 
ing numbers that caused a curious 
first-nigh} audience on holiday bent to 
Eve ual demonstrations of appro- 
tion? 

The chorus of men and women, in- 
dividually and collectively, seemed to 
look upon dancing as the breath of 
life. They performed Charltestons, 
taps and other convolutions with 
frenzied expertness. In particular 
there was a group of seven boys who 
stepped with an agility that seems to 
be natural ability. 

Beyond that ‘‘My Magnolia” is a long 
and sorry affair, insufficiently re- 
hearsed. With the best of its songs 
and dancing numbers compressed into 
révue form it might have a chance, 
but. burdened with a_ particularly 
rambling, meaningless book, it lacks 
the sustained speed and native aban- 
don of previous negro entertainments. 

Eddie Hunter is featured, and he is 
not even moderately amusing. Al- 
berta’ Perkins, a comedienne, strug- 
gles violently to gain her effects. The 
rest of the cast, who possess as fine 
sets of ivory and gold teeth seen here- 
about recently, are: best when the 
dance. There are one or two peo 
tunes by C. Luckey Roberts as other 
items for the credit side of the ledger.

The story revolves about the refusal 
of Robert Blandin, the youngest mem- 
‘ber of a famous.circus family, to take 
the place of his sick father and carry 
a girl across a high wire without a 
safety net. He refuses not because 
he is afraid, but because he does not 
want to endanger the life of his girl 
partner, and when the owner of the 
show threatens to close the act un- 
less it' goes on without a net, the 
sick. father. goes up in the son's ab- 
sence and falls. The son, of course, is 
‘branded as'a‘coward and Boag left be- 
hind when the show 

It would be rather diftienit to ‘find 
any circus owner, in this country at 
least, who would take a chance of 
injuring his- high wire or trapeze per- 
formers by letting them through. 
their turns‘ without a. net, and the 
long argument as to whether the boy 
is afraid or not, when -his action is 
logically correct from the circus point 
of view, is somewhat forced. Circus 
‘people know their business too well 
to brand any man as a coward just 
because .he refuses to turn a. poor 
circus into a thriller for.an avaricious 
owner. However, once young Blandin 
is down and out, needing a shave- but 
with an incongruously brilliant shine: 
on his shoes, he is given an opportu- 
nity to redeem himself. 

Blandin’s father is living in a small 
hotel, crippled from his fall, and as 
the show is rehearsing for another sea- 
son the hotel catches fire-and burns 
beautifully. . Juanita, the girl of the 
Blandin act, rushes back to find that 
nobod¥ has rescued the old man, and 
young Blandin, when he sees his fa- 
ther on the roof, breaks through the 
lines and climbs a telegraph pole. From 
the top of the pole a line, runs to the 
hotel wall just under the “cornice, and 
the boy walks the line and brings his 
father back through the fire and 
smoke. . His courage is vindicated,. he 
is. forgiven, he marries the girl, ‘and 
the Blandin act goes on, probably to 
be continued for other generations. 

Outside of these two incidents the 
picture is rather thin, and Ralph Ince 
as Carl Rabelle, a conceited performer, 
fills in the gaps by.sitting beside a 
woman who is being tormented below 
the knee by a: pet monkey under a 
table, and by diving into a gorilla’s 
cage to get his hat which the big ape 
has stolen from him. It is doubtful if 
any circus man would be particularly 
proud of this picture of circus life. .

Dean Randall returns from the war 
with a hero’s medal, and the automo- 
bile in which We is riding to his fath- 
er’s ranch is met by Silver King, all 
saddled and bridled. He dashes up 
‘alongside the car. Randall vaults into 
the saddle, and the action starts right 
then. One of the good things about 
these Western pictures is that they 
move. No matter how many times one 
sees a horse scramble down a cliff to 
dodge the Sheriff’s’ posse, or the, rus- 
tlers, or whatever it is his rider is try- 
ing to escape, it is always interesting, 
even if not particularly exciting, after 
these many years of blueprinted cow- 
boy yarns. 

Dean is a shooting rascal with both 
guns.. He shoots a rifle cut of a bully’s 
hand, cleans up an entire gang in a 
shooting bee in which any fair bad 
man could have drilled him forty 
times, and leaves the room full of 
smoke. He escapes on the back of Sil- 
ver King, bearing the girl behind him. 
After saving the girl he is waylaid 
by the rustlers — » and leads them 
into the arms of a posse. But the 
best bit of action of all is when Dean 
throws himself on the escaping leader 
from the back of- his horse and rolls 
down a sand bank, which must have 
been several hundred feet high. His 
coming is heralded by boulders, and 
when the two men pitch down at the 
Sheriff’s feet Dean is as unruffled and 
neat as when he started to outdo the 
Italian army riding school.

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A MODERATE PRIME MINISTER. 
When the general strike in England 
ended two months ago, STANLEY BaLp- 
WIN was acclaimed as the most pow- 
erful Prime Minister England had 
known for generations: All classes 
united in his praise. Even the Labor 
Party joined in the tributes, especially 
when Mr. BaLpwIn promptly an- 
nounced that he would not tolerate 
attempts to discriminate against the 
strikers. But since that time the 
Prime Minister has seen his great 
repute shrink visibly. Probably he 
himself, in his calm and cautious way, 


ae did not believe at the time that he had 


ku | attained so great a pitch of power as 
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AN EXCEPTIONAL STRIKE. 

Fiven the subway employes who have 

‘ Pow been out for more than a week 
mus: perceive that their strike was 
fill-judged. From their own point of 
view it was a mistake. They in- 

. etantly lost public sympathy. Many 
who felt that their wages ought to 
be raised if there were any possible 

“way to do it were disgusted by the 
blunder of thinking that a strike was 
the right method. Nor did the strik- 
ers find enthusiasm among the great 
body of their fellow-workers. They 
got no substantial body of recruits. 

’ The Interborough Brotherhood may 
be that “company union” which the 
regular labor organizations affect to 

‘ despise, but it held firm. It was 
proof against both blandishments and 
threats. And when it became evideut 
that the strike would include only a 
small fraction of the entire body of 
subway workers, and that it could 
not prevent the company from run- 
ning itg trains, the strikers must have 
known, along with everybody else, 
that there could be but one end, 

The management of the Interbor- 
ough has shown good judgment in 
taking the public so fully into its 
confidence, But first it took its own 
men into confidence, It showed them 
the company’s financial statements, 
proving, as they do, that the Inter- 
borough has long been making a des- 
perate fight to escape bankruptcy, 
and is only now shaking itself clear 
of the danger. At present, it is un- 
able to find the money to pay higher 
wages to the men whom it confesses 
to be underpaid, in comparison with 
the general scale of similar earnings, 
but hopes to be in a position to give 
an increase in 1927. Moreover, the 
management frankly lets it be known 
that it wants the old men back. One 
of the surprising things about this 
strike is that, considering the state 
of employment in this country, and 
the conditions of the labor market, 
the Interborough wag able to secure 
the services, for the emergency, of 
#0 many motormen from other cities. 
This does not look as if the new- 
comers thought the lot of the Inter- 
borough motormen so extremely un- 
happy. But the Interborough man- 
agement has been reluctant to break 
up the organization of its old em- 
ployes, and has sought in every rea- 
sonable and patient way to induce 
them to return to their jobs. 

The outstanding fact is that the 
strike was a strike against a “sick 
industry.” This industry happened to 
be at the same time a public utility. 

’ As such, ft was under a binding con- 
tract with this city not to raise its 
fare of five cents for the transporta- 
tion of passengers. The dilemma thus 
presented was obvious. As the com- 
pany’s revenues stood, higher wages 

* @ould not be paid. Under its con- 

’ tract, the increase could not be “ passed 

on” to the public. Consequentir 
strike was, in effect, one to force 
the company to take a first step, 
while the second and following steps 

would be to go into the hands of a 

receiver. 

These are the circumstances which 
make the subway strike so excep- 
tional, It could not succeed without 
ruining the company. Nevertheless, 
the facts brought out in the course 
of it have been useful in furnishing 
information to the public. There tis 
now a much clearer understanding 
|. of the results of the city’s mistaken

At all events, he was soon attacked 
by men of all parties, including his 
own. And at the end of the debate in 
the House of Commons on his Coal bill 
he was present when a prominent mem- 
ber of the Labor Party, Mr. Harts- 
HORN, a man not given to violent ex- 
pletives, stood up and said that he had 
with regret come to the conclusion 
that “the greatest enemy of the work- 
“ing classes that this last generation 
“has produced is the present Prime 
“ Minister.” 

What has wrought this political 
change? Nothing that Mr. BALDWIN 
has said or done. He has not changed. 
He remains the same modest, tem- 
perate and conciliatory Prime Minister 
that he has been. In speaking of his 
Coal: bill, and what he hoped would 
result from it, he made no grandilo- 
quent predictions, His quiet words 
were: “I have always held that there 
“can be nothing more unfair than to 

“promise great results until you are 
“certain that they can be obtained.” 
And all through his closing speech 
there appeared the same sincere desire 
te secure directly a settlement between 
the miners and the owners which had 
animated him from the very beginning 
of the struggle. The Prime Minister 
spoke repeatedly of the “tragedy” of 
the situation. What was this? It was 
the fact that the two sides could not 
be got together to agree on a basis for 
negotiation, He had himself taken 
infinite pains, hoping against hope, to 
bring them. together. But his best 
efforts had not been able to break the 
deadlock. Then it was, and only then, 
that he turned to the need of the 
legislation which he was urging the 
House to enact. 

Throughout the past two months 
Prime Minister BALDWIN’s attitude has 


undergone no substantial alteration. 


He has reealled: no word that he had 
uttered. His eagerness for a voluntary 
agreement between the men and the 
mine owners, as for a better under- 
standing in general between labor and 
capital, has undergone no diminution. 
The reasons which made him highly 
popular in May seem to be in full force 
in July. Yet it is said that his popu- 
larity is rapidly going down. If 50, 
his cool philosophy is no doubt equal 
to estimating the phenomenon at its 
true value. Men like Mr. BALDWIN: do 
not set out to be popular. They work 
to get things done; to improve the 
temper of public life; to leave their 
country somewhat better off than they 
found it. All the rest is folly. Such 
moderation as STANLEY BALDWIN has 
shown in the hour of his greatest 
triumph, and such poise as he has 
maintained in the face of unwarranted 
criticlam and even assault, are worth 
more than all the shouting of the 
crowd, 


LARGE-SCALE PRODUCTION. 

For manufacturing establishments 
with an annual product of $1,000,000 
or more the National Industrial Con- 
ference Board reports a striking ad- 
vantage in productivity over smaller 
establishments, measured by workers 
employed. If the annual per capita 
output of the latter be reckoned at 
$1,000, the figure for the larger plants 
would be no less than $1,481. As 
compared with the year 1919 this lead 
shows a perceptible decline, but the 
advantage seems large enough to con- 
firm the common notion that produc- 
tive efficiency increases with the size 
of plant. In one sense the phrase 
“per capita” is not happy. It tends 
to create the impression that the gain 
for the large establishment is entirely 
explained by the increased human 
efficiency of the worker under a pre- 
sumably more favorable environment. 
Probably the larger part of the in- 
creased output in large-scale industry 
is to be ascribed to the more exten- 
sive use of machinery. Outlay upon 
machinery and interest on larger capi- 
talization would thus notably cut down 
the gross advantage of the large-scale 
establishment. 
That this advantage remains decisive 
would be proved by the remarkable 
development of large-scale production 
in this country. In the year 1904 the 
manufacturing plants with a product 
of $1,000,000 a year and over em- 
ployed 25.6 per cent, of all industrial 
wage earners and accounted for 40 per 
cent, of the total manufactured prod- 
uct. In 1928 these plants had increased 
in number from 1,900 to 10,326, em- 
ploying 57 per cent. of all industrial 
workers and accounting for 66.4 per 
cent. of the total manufactures of the 
country. In other words, in 1923 just 
two-thirds of the total industrial. pro- 


duction of the United States was car- | 
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tion is not approaching the saturation 
point, In many fields there has been 
manifest of late a mental reaction 
against bigness, though the feeling has 
not yet translated itself into action. 
There is the feeling that our big cities 
are becoming too big, our tall sky- 
scrapers too tall, our universities a 
Iittle too universal. 

Something like the law of diminish- 
ing returns would be suggested in the 
Census Bureau figures on manufac- 
tures. While it is true that since 1904 
the number of million-dollar establish- 
ments has increased more than five- 
fold and the number of workers by 
them employed has more than doubled, 
the coefficient of productivity has 
apparently been declining. Thus in 
1904 the million-dollar establishments 
employed 25.6 per cent. of all indus- 
trial wage earners and furnished 40 
per cent, of the country’s manufac- 
tures. In 1923 they employed 57 per 
cent, of all workers and furnished 66.4 
per cent, of the total manufactures. 
If their efficiency, measured in ratio 
of worker to output, was 1.52 in 1904, 
it was only 1.17 in 1923. The impetus 
to large-scale production would thus 
seem to have continued unchecked 
while the relative gains show a 
decline. 


JOHN WINGATE WEEKS. 

Mr. Weexes’s services in the War 
Department, freshest in the public 
memory, are but a part of a dis- 
tinguished and varied achievement. 
The farmer’s son who happened to go 
to Annapolis instead of Hanover had 
a genius of success. He was inter- 
ested in many things. When he took 
up a subject he was not content till he 
had mastered it. There was no chance 
for a young naval officer at the time 
of young WEEKs’s graduation from 
the Naval Academy. Congress was in 
one of its chronic fits of stinginess to 
the Navy. After his two years he 
resigned; but his attention to naval 
matters never failed. He knew noth- 
ing about financial business; hardly 
the difference, he used to say, “ be- 
tween a share.of common stock and a 
first mortgage bond,’ when he entered 
a Boston brokerage firm, where he 
got rich. 

In his eight years in the House of 
Representatives, he was much more 
than a valuable counselor on banking 
and currency. He was a constructive 
legislator in many fields. He wrote 
and had charge of the Forestry bill; 
and as Chairman of the Committee on 
Postoffices and Post Roads he had 
the most active share in the passage 
of the Postal Savings bill, The 
enactment of the Weeks-McLain bill 
to protect migratory and insectiferous 
birds and the White Mountain-Ap- 
palachian measure, which he steered 
through the House, are specimens of 
his fruitful labors for conservation. In 
the Senate he continued his habit of 
working hard, knowing much and 
saying little. He was liked by his 
colleagues. He cooperated with Dem- 
ocrats in the prosecution of the War. 
Inevitably, and as a member of the 
Committee on Military Affairs, he hati 
to study army questions. There was 
no reason except the fact that he was 
an Annapolis man for surprise because 
President Harpina made him Secre- 
tary of War and not of the Navy. 

In ; his first months of administra- 
tion he had the double task of effect- 
ing economies in view of an estimated 
deficiency of $15,000,000 and at the 
same time, with pared appropriations, 
to prepare to put into effect the 
National Defense act of 1920. He was 
able to save millions of dollars. Hence- 
forth his task was chiefly to put the 
National Defense act ‘on its feet. 
Progress was slow at first, but during 
1924 the general mobilization plan of 
1923, a sort of automatic muster of 
alt citizen forces in case of emer- 
gency, gained large ground. “All 
“components of the Army of the 
“United States,” wrote Mr.. WEEKS 
in 1925, “ regulars, guardsmen and re- 
“ gservists, devoted the major part of 
“their attention to the preparation of 
“unit mobilization plans a part of a 
“general attempt to familiarize each 
“member of each component with 
“what would be his duties and his 
“responsibilities in case of a major 
“ emergency.” 

When he resigned in October, 1925, 
Mr. WEEKS expressed his belief “ that 
“under the Defense act of 1920 the 
“Army of the United States has made 
“the greatest advance in its history 
“and has never been more efficient or 
“more prepared to meet the require- 
“ments of war.” This was no enthu- 
siasm of egoism. He praised the 
General Staff. He thanked General 
PERSHING, General Hines and the 
other officers who had supported his 
administration loyally and “been 
“instrumental in developing the one- 
“army plan.”’ His willingness to work 
with other men was as marked as 
his easy understanding of unfamiliar 
details and subjects. He understood 
Congress; and so probably he never 
had muck hope in his resistance to its 
cutting off half the Army; but he and 
PERSHING “ put up a good fight.” 

The Secretary’s description of Con- 
gress as “at its lowest ebb of effi- 
clency” may not have conduced to 
comity between the Executive and the 
Legislative, but it gratified the public. 
Mr. WEEKS was a great friend of 
Army and commercial aviation; an 
opponent of a unified air service. He 
wore out his health in public employ- 
ment. His intelligence had a wide 
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abhorred tribe of bankers, the rise of 
this country lad, this boy district- 
schoolmaster, might have had its 
legend. He did a good deal, He was 
no palaverer. He served his adopted 
State and his country well. If fate 
struck him hard in the last few 
months, It at least let him die in the. 
village of his birth.

LINKING UP THE PHILIPPINE 
ISLANDS, 

The suggestion made by American 
business men in Manila to Coldnel 
CarMI A. THOMPSON, the special Com- 
missioner of the President, that the 
radio be used to further éducation in 
the Philippines, recalls the fact that 
inadequate communications of all sorts 
have been among the principal ob- 
stacles in the way of the development 
of the Philippine Islands. When the 
Americans took on the islands from 
Spain there were only about 250 milés 
of roads in the entire archipelago, and 
these were so poor as to be almost 
impassable. During the last twenty- 
five years several thousand miles 
have been built. But many places 
are still completely inaccessible. Inas- 
much as with the exception of Luzon 
and Mindanao the islands are not 
large, the problem of getting about 
from one island to another !s also 
of utmost importance. Unfortunately, 
this has been largely neglected by the 
Americans, with the result that the 
interisland shipping is very: primitive. 
Although from Manila to Davao, the 
centre of the hemp district in Minda- 
nao, is only about 775 miles, the trip 
can rarely be made in less than ten 
days. To Zamboanga, one of the 
principal southern ports, a Japanese 
steamer bound for Australia takes 
passenger and freight from Manila in 
about forty-eight hours once or twice 
a month, At other times the passage 
is made in small Filipino boats, which 
usually take about five days. To get 
from Manila to the northern and east- 
ern portions of Luzon is almost impos- 
sible, as boats run infrequently and 
usually very slowly. 

The effect of this is felt in matters 
political as well as commercial. It 
stands to reason that good roads and a 
good system of interisland communica- 
tion are essential to the proper eco- 
nomic development of the Philippines. 
They are also essential if the barriers 
of language and custom which still 
separate the peoples of the Philippines 
are to be broken down and a national 
consciousness developed. Large sec- 
tions of the Philippines are still so 
effectively isolated from Manila and 
Cebu, the two largest centres, that 
even those persons who are able to 
read and write can with difficulty keep 
in touch with what is happening in 
the political capital. The legislators 
representing the different Provinces 
spend a large part of their time in 
Manila. Save immediately after their 
return to their homé towns, they, 
like their constituents, live in igno- 
rance of what is happening in other 
parts of the archipelago. 

To think of the Filipinos as a homo- 
geneous people speaking one language 
is a mistake whieh is so frequently 
made that it results in serious misap- 
prehensions about the enormous diffi- 
culties in the way of creating a unified 
nation in the Philippines. Much has 
been done during the last twenty-five 
years to give them English as a com- 
mon language and to teach them self- 
government, But the difficulty of get- 
ting about in the islands has always 
been and still is one of the greatest 
material handicaps. To improve com- 
munications. would do much to facili- 
tate the political as well as the eco- 
nomic progress of the Filipino peoples. 


DEMOCRACY AT HOME. 

In the midst of all the discussions 
of democracy “about it and about” 
Professor FRANKLIN H. GIDDINGs has 
spoken a definitive word. In an 
address as Honorary Chancellor of 
Union. College he set forth several 
conditions which must be fulfilled if 
democratic ideals are to be realized. 
Measurable progress has been made 
toward fulfillment of the hope that 
when the world became republican 
mankind could then. devote itself to 
the pursuit of happiness; but it has 
been in only “a few countries where 
“local government has long been in 
“a folk way.” Elsewhere popular 
power has eitlipr rioted or abdicated. 

This “ folk way” of local self- 
government suggests the Gonditions of 
democratic government. If the ship of 
state is to sail on “unharmed by 
surging floods of fanaticism,” it must 
be built in “mob-tight” compart- 
ments. The thousands of communities 
which compose it must be largely re- 
sponsible each for its own government. 
In the second place, fhe “ regional 
commonwealths” must enjoy and ex- 
ercise reserved State rights. And in 
the third place, there must be “ well- 
understood constitutional limitations” 
upon the pow’: of executives and 
legislators alike; for although a de- 
mocracy cannot directly govern and 
cannot except im large matters legis- 
late even, it cannot give over the 
complete sévereignty to a government, 
whatever its structure, without sur- 
rendering the very essence and ideals 
of democracy. 

If education maintains and fortifies 
in democracies the sturdy self-determi- 
nation which characterizes the “ great 
breed” of men and women who col- 
onized .America, Australia / and. South 
Africa, and who established We fron- 


“ing order with liberty in ‘one polity, 


‘of the community. No formulated 





“ popular power, incapable of ombin- 


“will either submit to tyranny or be- 
“come itself terroristic.” But, as this 
student of human relations observes, 
even. here the old self-reliance has 
been yielding to mass-mindedness and 
class-consciousness. Our educational 
institutions and methods have con- 
tributed ‘not ,6nly by negligence and 
ineptitude, but‘also by “rushing a 
mass productionof mass-mindedness.” 
The way to the ide:'s of democracy 
is the folk way of the ploneer com- 
munities. It is not through centrali- 
zation from above, but through the 
patient development, by an education 
that individualizes as well as social- 
izes, of a courageous and responsible 
individuality from ‘below. As Pro- 
fessor Grippincs adds, education as a 
humanizer of civilization has yet much 
to do before it.can claim to be “an 
“effective stabilizer of popular politi- 
“cal power.” It has yet yeoman work 
to do, even at home.

CULTURE IN THE SOUTHWEST. 

During the last month or two there 
has been so much rivalry among the 
States of the Southwest for a position 
on the pinnacle of culture that the 
claims of New York and the East have 
been forgotten or ignored. One can 
hardly pick up a Texas, New Mexico, 
California’ or Arkansas newspaper 
without finding an account of some 
educational or cultural activity and an 
attached tag relative to the high tone 


program of artistic or creative en- 
deavor has appeared, but the move- 
ment toward an improved life for the 
people is spreading in its own groping, 
fumbling way. 

One of the strongest bids for the 
highest present place and the rostest 
prospects is naturally made for South- 
ern California. The Los _ Angeles 
Times assures us that thinkers and 
scholars living there are convinced 
that the locality is destined to become 
the great cultural and artistic centre 
of the Americas. It will be known as 
a place “ where those gifted with cre- 
“ative genius as well as those distin- 
“guished for their appreciation of the 
“arts will foregather.” An imposing 
array of present advantages is listed: 
Two symphony orchestras and the 
Hollywood Bowl for them to play in; 
a museum of history, science and art; 
Dr. Minu1kaN and the Institute of 
Technology; the Mount Lowe and 
Mount Wilson laboratories and observ- 
atories; the Southwest ‘Museum, with 
its collections of primitive art; two 
fine libraries; theatres, good schools 
and nightly premiéres of moving 
pictures. : 

Less pretentious but just as impor- 
tant and more novel is the position of 
Santa Fé. There, where many paint- 
ers, poets, novelists, etchers, sculp- 
tors and architects have made their 
home, the artist has taken his place 
as a solid citizen, a worker just as 
valuable to the town as any business 
man, An amusing and enlightening 
account of how Santa Fé refused the 
offer of the Chautauqua school of cul- 
ture is given by Marr AUSTIN in The 
New Republic. 
Santa Fé thought that the plan of a 
Summer Chautauqua ought to be 
accepted as a valid way of elevating 
the cultural tone and also of “ bring- 
ing money into the town.” But the 
rest of Santa Fé thought that the 
Chautauqua type and the native type 
‘would not mix. As for gold, a long 
list of resident artists of all kinds, 
together with their properties and 
incomes, was published as proof*that 
temporary imports of money were not 
needed. 

All this protest came from the 60 
per cent. English-speaking part of the 
town. The Spanish descendants of our” 
Colonial settlers, represented by El 
Centro de Cultura and El Union Pro- 
tectiva, added their opposing , voices, 
courteously, firmly and “ with a thor- 
“oughly Latin capacity for expressing 
“ more than they said.” Santa Fé does 
not deny Chautauqua a legitimate and 
honored place in. “our cultural evolu- 
tion,” but she has moved beyond that 
point. She has now a self-rooted cul- 
tural life of her own, and while she 
makes no loud boasts of its splendor, 
she does not propose to have it 
disturbed by Chautauqua - minded 
outsiders. ,

South Pole Weather Records. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the Sunday editorial page, June 27, 1926, 
in the editorial ‘Antarctic or Arctic,”’ you 
state: ‘“‘The only complete record of snow and 
weather conditions in the march to the South 
Pole is that of Oaptain Amundsen.” Gaptain 
Scott’s 1910-18 expedition gives a day-to-day 
description of surface conditions on the march 
to the Pole in ‘‘Scott’s Last Expedition,” Vol. 
I, from Scott’s journal, and a meteorological 
record of observations made several times 
a day by Lieutenant Bowers is to be found 
in Vol. II in the scientific addenda. The fact 
that they did not complete their trips in the 
sense that the same individuals did not make 
a@ round trip, due to the death of the Pole 
party, is offset by the record of the depot 
laying parties, the rescue parties, and the 
previous journey of Shackleton to the Beard- 
more Glacier over the route up to the point 
where Scott died on the return trip. 

In accounting for the dissimilar weather 
conditions of the Norse and English expedi- 
tions to the South Pole traveling at the same 
time, there is also an interesting question 
discussed in Vol, I of the effect on air cur- 
rents, storms, &¢., of the barrier of the 
western mountains immediately on Scott's 
right hand as he moved to the Pole but quite 
a. distance from Amundsen’s route. This 
wind and storm condition would be of in- 
terest to Commander Byrd or any aeronaut 
and would influence the point of aerial attack 
on the South Pole.

HOST IN WASHINGTON

expressions of regret today from many 
men with whom he had been associated 
in hts long public career.

WEEKS AIDED BRANDEGEE. 


Gave Money Secretly Until Late 
Senator Found It Out. 
HARTFORD, Conn., July 12 (.— 
That former Secretary of War John 
W. Weeks helped the late Senator 
Frank B. Brandegee of Connecticut 
in the financial dificulties which, with 
fi s impaired health, caused the Sena- 
tor to commit suicide in October, 1924, 
was revealed today by W. Don Lundy, 
who was Senator Brandegee's secre- 
tary and is now secretary to Senator 
William M. Butler of Massachusetts, 


in a dispatch to The Hartford Courant. 

Senator Brandegee, Lundy said, was 
too proud to accept offers of financial 
aid made by Secretary Weeks, his 
former Senate colleague, but the lat- 
ter got around the difficulty for a 
while by giving money to the secre- 
tary without the Senator's knowledge. 
With this money Lundy paid obliga- 
tions of Senator Brandegee until the 
Senator discovered it, called a halt, 
and insisted on giving a note to Sec- 
retary Weeks to cover the amount 
Lundy had received. 

Secretary Weeks learned of Senator 
Brandegee’s financial troubles from 
President Coolidge. 


WEEKS ACTIVE IN MANY FIELDS 


Long Interested in Navy, Appoint- 
ment as War Secretary a Surprise, 


It had been generally assumed in the 
event the Republican Party won the 
national elections of 1921 that John W. 
Weeks would be a member of Presi- 
dent Harding’s Cabinet. Hig selection 
for Secretary of the Navy or Secretary 
of the Treasury was ed as cerr 
tain. His success as a financier was 
recognized. His graduation at Annap- 
olis and experience in naval affairs 
had been recorded as-fitting him for 
the navy s A big sur- 
prise came, however, when President, 
elect Harding announced he would ap- 
point Mr. Weeks as Secretary of War. 

A rich ex ence in the sixty years 
preceding the appointment was found 
to have Face re Mr. Weeks for that 
post also, and he soon was recognized 
as a “fortunate selection’ for the 
army, then facing the post-war proh- 
lems of reorganization and reduction 
to a peace-time basis. 

It was said of him that he “‘slid into 
his: job’? more easily than any other 
Cabinet officer and grasped the con- 
glomerate detailg of army administra- 
tion with a thoroughness and quick- 
ness that spelled confidence for de- 
partment staff officers and hundreds 
of su inate chiefs. 

Those who sought light on the meth- 
ods of the new Secretary soon found 
it. They had only to review the many- 
sided. life of the man, which showed 
at @ glance that he had lived among 
live things, had learned to know them 
and incidentally had come to know 
himself. 

From the time he was born on a lit- 
tle New Hampshire farm near Lan- 
caster April. 11, 1860, he always kept 
the human viewpoint. . 


“Did Chores” on the Farm. 


Until he was 17 be was doing chores

roads school and the local high school 
placed him goon afterwart in the 
schoolmaster’s chair, also at a coun- 
try crossroads.

The 
reason was twofold. He failed per- 
.gonally to enthuse over the service as 
a life’s work and Congress failed to 
appropriate funds for new ships at a 
time when there was a lack of ves- 
sels and a ee surplus of af- 
ficers. 

Incidents followed rapidly after his 
re ation. Though he continued his 
interest in the naval arm of the na- 
tion's defense. serving as a volunteer 
during the Spanish-American War, and 
later accepting a reserve commission 
as Rear Admiral, he searched for new 
fieldgj to gain a livelihood. 


A Surveyor in the South. 


In 1885 Mr. Weeks became a surveyor 
and land commissioner for the Florida 
Southern Railroad and married Migs 
Martha Sinclair. Three years later he 
returned North, joining partnership in 
what grew to be the thriving firm of 
Hornblower & Weeks, bankers, of Bos- 
ton. One of the biggest financial es- 
tablishments in New England thus 
was said to owe its success in q large 
measure to the genius of a young man

For this hero Secretary Weeks 
countered the physicians’ advice and 
insisted upon walking as one of the 
mourners from the Capitol to the Vir- 
ginia burial ground, a four-mile march, 
which ed the endurance of men in 
better shape than that heal which his 
sixty-one years had left hi 

He afterward said he wp glad he 
had made the long march, although 
he was afraid more than once after 
he had started that he would not ar- 
rive at Arlington ‘‘on his feet.” He 
paid hea enalty for what the doc- 
tors call is “‘indiscretion.”’ 

Rumors were circulated more than 
once in the next year that Secretary 
Weeks “was a sick man" and *‘wouild 
resign on account of health.” Few 
knew, however, that his sufferings re- 
sulted. from his determination to pay 
his own tribute to America’s unknown 
warrior from France.

GERTRUDE BELL,

Perhaps the Most Distinguished 
Woman of Her Day in 
Arabian Exploration.

Had High Political Position—Noted 
as Writer on Archaeology and 
Literature of Region.

LONDON;: July 12.—The death of 
Miss Gertrude’ Bell, writer, Arabic 
scholar and Oriental Secretary to the 
High Commissioner of Iraq, is ‘an- 
nounced from Bagdad. 

Miss Bell was perhaps the most dis- 
tinguished woman of her day in the 
fields of Oriental exploration, archae- 
ology and literature,’ and in the service 
of the British Empire in Iraq. She 
was the only woman who had traveled 
across the wild deserts of Arabia, 
thereby winning the gold medal of 
the Royal Geographical Society. 

Her knowledge was placed at the 
disposal of the British authorities dur- 
ing the World War, and she was sent 
to Bagdad soon after the British occu- 
pation. Miss Bell also held high po- 
sition in the Pclitical Department of 
the Government of India, which orig- 

was in charge of Mesopotamian 
affairs. 

By her knowledge of Arabia’s cus- 
toms and language she won“the hearts 
of the shieks and earned for herself 
he name of “B —‘Queen of 
Sheba”— but usually she was known 
as “The Woman,”’ The Westminister 
Gazette says. ‘‘It has been said,’’ the 
paper adds, “‘that ‘the real power in 
Ir: was not the British High Com- 


missioner but this small and slender 
English woman. 


A Price On Her Head. - 
“During the World War she often 
wandered about Bagdad disguised as 
a native woman, and was so success- 


ful in her intelligence work that Ger- 
many and Turkey, it is said, put a 
price on her head. She was mentioned 
four times in dispatches, and the order 
of Commander of the British Empire 
was conferred on her. Her review of 
the civil administration of Mesopota- 
mia, published five years ago, wag the 
first Government White Paper ever 
written by a woman. She was in the 
inner councils of King Feisal’s court 
and it was largely through her influ- 
ence that his Queen adopted Western 
ideas and dress.”

Mesopotamia’s “‘Uncrowned Queen.” 


Gertrude Margeret Lowthian Bell, 
often called “‘The Uncrowned Queen of 
Mesopotamia,” and known as ‘‘Ger- 


trude” to Englishmen from Cairo, 

Egypt, to Teheran, Persia, was the 
est daughter of Sir Hugh Bell, jron- 

master of the north of England. 

Several years ago The London Dail 
Express asserted that all the Britis 
commitments in Mesopotamia were di- 
rectly traceable to the influence of 
Miss Bell. 

“The reason why the British tax- 
payer ~-pours out his moncy in Arab 
lands,” the newspaper said, “is a ro- 
mantic, one—the wonderful woman 
huntress, poetess, explorer and trav- 
eler, Miss Gertrude Lowthian Bell. * * * 
Her influence in the civil adminigtra- 
tion of Mesopotamia is paramount, but 
it is not confined to Bagdad. Two 
years ego Mr. Asquith threatened to 
take a strong line against the occu- 
pation of Mesopotamia. Miss Bell 
wrote and told bim that he did not un- 
derstand the question, and there has 
since been no real trouble, with Mr. 
Asquith and several] members of the 
Cabinet under her spell.” 


Wonderful in Tact and Daring. 


Many romantic stories are told about 
Miss Bell. She was an indefatigable 
traveler and explorer. With her tact, 
daring and extensive knowledge of 
Near Bastern languages and psycholo- 
gy she. penetrated remote regions 
which other Occidentals had been una- 
ble to explore. Despite her adventure- 
some life, she remained charmingly 


feminine and old-fashioned and avoided 
publicity. No matter how strenuous 
her days of exploring were, it was said 
of her that she always dressed for din- 
ner in a Rue de la Paix gown. 

She maintained a country place in 
Yorkshire and a London home in 
— a. but her principal home 
nome “ind Soa her salons were the 
rendezyous of all that was best in the 
service of the British crown and of all 
tbat was most patrician among the 
natives. 

Miss Bell devoted more than thirty 
years to acquiring knowledge of 
Oriental races. in the World 
War, while on mall intelligence 
service in Cairo, she was sent to Iraq 
by General Sir John Maxwell, at that 
time in charge of the British military 
forces in Egypt. She went into dis- 
eordant Mesopotamia, as it was then 
known, ag ‘“‘a dove of peace, bearing 
an olive branch.” She did not return, 
but remained among the Arabs, where 
many problems awaited delicate hand-

Controller Declares Revenue- 
Producing Holdings Should 
Pay for Themselves. 


_ FOR ‘PAY-AS-YOU-GO’ POLICY 


@ity Should Follow State In Cutting 
_ Departments, Controller Thinks— 
|? He Would Amend Gerhardt Law. 


Mayor Walker reaffirmed yesterday 
his unswerving loyalty to the principle 
of a five-cent subway fare. He de- 
clared that, so far as the subways are 
concerned, the five-cent fare is not 
only a matter of contractual obliga-. 
tion, but as a political issue he re- 
garded it as having been agitled by 
the result of the last city campaign. 

“I am for the five-cent fare, as I 
have always been,’”” the Mayor af- 
firmed with emphasis, ‘‘and, though 
I cannot assume to speak for any 
member of the Board of Estimate 
but myself, I shall remain its cham- 


pion with my three votes in the Board 
of Estimate until somebody can prove 
to my satisfaction that the five-cent 
fare is wrecking the city’s finances.” 

Mayor Walker’s declaration was 
elicited by comment upon a “confiden- 
tial letter,’ which had been addressed 
by Controller Charles W. Berry to 
each of his fellow members of the 
Board of Estimate from Lake Cham- 

lain, where the Controller is passing 

is vacation. The letter, dated June 
23, was not made public either from 
the Mayor’s or the Controller’s office, 
but it became public yesterday. 


Drive for Higher Fare Seen. 


In his communication Controller 
Berry devoted attention to ‘‘municipal 
improvements which come within the 


definition of revenue producing proj- 
ects.” Among such projects he cited 
conspicuously ‘‘rapid transit,’ and 
added by way of advice to his fellow 
board members: 

“The adoption by this board of the 
policy that a revenue-producing im- 

rovement should produce enough 

ds to cover maintenance, amortiza- 
tion and interest charges would be of 
inestimable advantage to the city.” 

Tr's quotation from the Controller’s 
letter wag construed in some quarters 
as possibly foreshadowing a drive for 
both subway and bus fares in excess 
of 5 cents. There are three major 

ups of ‘‘revenue-producing improve- 
ments’’—docks, water supply and sub- 
ways. Included.in the dock. problem 
are the — elephant” piers on 
Staten Island built by former Mayor 
Hylan and little used since. Although 
the water supply system is already 
self-sustaining, the Controller never- 
theless has recently recommended an 
increase in the city’s water rates. But 
the great factor which would be af- 
fected by adoption of such a policy 
as General Berry now recommends 
would be the subways. 

It has been pointed out that the city 
is now throwing about $10,000,000 a 
— into the present lines to keep 

em operating at a five-cent fare, The 
latest report of the Transit Record 
shows a total deficit of city funds on 
the Interborough alone of $60,000,000. 
Of that amount $8,000,000 is interest 
on the cumulative deficit and $19,000,- 
000 is the accumulated 8.76 per cent. 
which, according to the contract, is 
to go to the city, but never has been 
earned. Although just before the 
strike conditions on the Interborough 
had been improving, members of the 
Board of Transportation believe it will 
be about two years before the public 
treasury can look for any sort of a 
return. 


Policy on New Lines in Doubt. 


The policy with regard to the new 
“municipal” subways, now building, 
has not been definitely decided, but a 
report ‘filed by the Board of Trans- 
portation in the last year of the Hylan 
Administration indicated there were 
only two alternatives an eight-cent 
fare or heavy assessments on property 
—* abutting on the new subway 

es. ; 

When Mayor Waller was asked yest 
terday if he interpreted the Controller’s’ 
confidential letter as indicating that 
“a financial crisis’’ threatened the 
city, the Mayor smilingly replied that 
he was not aware of any such crisis. 
He added jocularly that the reporters, 
if in doubt, might take a vacation trip 
up to Lake Champlain and question the 
Controller. 

The Mayor added, in that connection, 
that he was foregoing a Summer vaca- 
tion for ‘himself and intended to re- 
main in the city, or near it, to be ready 
to call a special meeting of the Board 
of Estimate, so that immediate action 
on bus franchises can be taken as soon 
as the Board of Transportation and 
other city experts present their analy- 
gis of the various franchise bids. 

The Mayor said he hoped for definite 
action on bus franchises at the earliest 
possible moment, and intimated that 
the Board of Transportation’s analysis 
might be ready to go befove the Board 
of Estimate before the last of August. 

Mayor Walker said he also favored a 
five-cent bus fare, at least as a basic 
charge. That does not mean, he ex- 
plained, that he expects to obtain five- 
cent rides for all distances in all bor- 
Oughs, but that, other things being 
equal, he would regard a five-cent bus 
fare offer as preferable to any other. 


Berry Offers Information. 


¥ “With the time for preparing the 
annual budget drawing near, the De- 
partment of Finance takes the liberty 
of submitting herewith for the consid- 
eration of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment a few facts and sug- 
gestions, in the hope that they may 
prove helpful,’’ says Controller Berry’s 
letter. 
‘When the present Administration 
took office there were outstanding 
authorizations granted by the preced- 
ing Administration aggregating many 
millions of dollars. Some of these items 
@ould be and were rescinded, making 
the money available for other purposes, 
but the larger number were not dis- 
turbed, either because of existing con- 
tracts and final commitments or be- 
cause the improvements were needed. 
“A stupendous, complex transporta- 
tion problem involving a: continuing 
program of subway construction and 
the expenditure of many millions each 
year has been passed on to us. Plans

London Policemen in History 


LONDON, July 12 (.—American 
tourists have taught London police-. 
men a lot about historical and 
literary shrines in the city. A tourist 
seeking information about the 
sights of Southwark was surprised 
at the bobby’s knowledge of the 
Place. When asked how he ac- 
quired it the policeman modestly 
answered: 

“Oh, it’s the Americans, sir. I 
didn’t know anything about the 
neighborhood when I came here, 
but they come round asking ques- 
tions and: telling ‘how this. hody or 
that lived or died or did some- 
thing here or ‘there. They’ve taught 
me all I know about my own dis- 
trict.” 











‘to the utmost, but may result in the 


delaying indefinitely, if not the aban- 
donment, of many other essential im- 
provements. 

“In making up next year’s budget 
one fact should be kept clearly in 
mind, namely, the rapidly increasing 
funded debt of the city, with its ac- 
companying fixed charges for interest 
and amortization. The amount provided 
for this purpose in the 1926 budget is 
$87,915,981.52, of which $27,888,795.27 is 
for redemption and amortization of 
long-time bonds. It also carries $3,854,- 
872.79 for interest on short-term debt, 
$18,500,000 for redemption of tax notes 
issued during 1925 to obtain funds 
wherewith to finance non-revenue pro- 
ducing improvements, and $17;750,000 
for redemption of special revenue bonds 
issued last year to meet unforeseen 
requirements, making in all a total of 
$128,020,854.31 for debt service. 

Backs “Pay-as-You-Go” Policy. 

“The budget for 1926 contains ' $27,- 
888,795 for redemption and amortiza- 
tion of our long-term debt, and for a: 
similar purpose the budget of 1927 will 
have to provide approximately $30,850,- 
000. In financing our public improve- 
ments more dependence should be 
placed on the ‘pay-as-you-go’ prin- 
ciple and less on the issue of certifi- 
cates of debt, because to the latter is 
added the additional item of interest. 

‘Municipal improvements which come 
within the definition of revenue pro- 
ducing projects, such as water supply, 
rapid transit and dock construction, 
are financed by means of long-term 
corporate stock on the theory. that suf- 
ficient revenue is derived from these 
improvements to pay all interest and 
amortization charges. As a _ result, 
these bonds may be exempted, or ex- 
cluded from the provision of the city’s 
debt limit regulation, upon presenta- 
tion of the facts to the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court. It 
would seem, therefore, that the adop- 
tion by this board of the policy that 
@ revenue-producing improvement 
should produce enough funds to cover 
maintenance, amortization and interest 
charges would be of inestimable ad- 
vantage to the city. 

*“‘Departmental appropriations, the 
largest item in the budget, is a subject 
that should receive earnest considera- 
tion. Salaries and wages paid by the 
city do not give much room for econ- 
omy because, in many instances, city 
age eo are underpaid. 

“Hconomies might be effected, how- 
éver, by reducing the number of de- 
partments, thus following the example 
set by the State. There are 4 number 
of places where the overlapping of dé- 
partmental functions is obvious; there 
also are a number of positions which 
could be abolished without detri- 
ment to the city service. Departmental 
activities can, in many instances, be 
restricted or curtailed without in any 
way impairing essential service to the 
city. 

“‘Real economy can be effected in the 
matter of departmental maintenance. 
The city’s bill for automobile service, 
leaving out the Police, Fire and Street 
Cleaning Departments, has increased 
from $500,000 in 1917 to nearly $4,000,000 
in 1926. Taxi service costs 50 cents per 
mile to maintain. 

“The work of reducing tax deficien- 
cies is being vigorously pushed by the 
Department of Finance, by the prompt 
sale of tax liens, urgent reminders to 
property owners of arrears, &c. 

“Assessment charges for improve- 
ments: There is no way to pay for any 
public improvement other than by .as- 
sessing or taxing private property. 
Even where in the first instance bonds 
have been issued to cover the cost, in- 
terest on the loan and the redemption 
of the principal has to be provided by 
taxation either in the form of an as- 
sessment or an annual tax or both. 

“Under the provisions of the Ger- 
hardt law, improvements are paid for 
either by assessments upon the prop- 
erty benefited, or upon a borough or 
boroughs or upon the city as a whole. 

“The operation of the Gerhardt law 
would be made more effective from 
the standpoint of the city’s finances 
by slight changes in Sections 247 and 
946 of the Charter, which sections are 
related. The proposed amendment 
would provide for the Street Improve- 
ment Fund being placed in possession 
of cash to meet the actual expendi- 
tures of contract work and other out- 
lays as the work of the improvement 
progresses, in the same year the con- 
tracts are registered. 

“This amendment would eliminate 
the delays and lack of funds that 
have marked such great undertakings 
as the Cross Island or Jamaica Bay 
Improvement, the Coney Island Board- 
walk, the Queens Boulevard, &c. 

“The suggested amendments would 
result in making the total combined 
tax and assessment rates of the sev- 
eral boroughs run more evenly from 
year to year than heretofore. The as- 
sessments would not pile up and reach 
a burdensome total to be imposed after 
a number of years. 

“The present procedure often works 
a great hardship for new owners. They 
are required to pay all the costs of im- 
provements made long before they pur- 
chased the property benefited, and this 
after they have already paid the in- 
creased value due to the improvements 
which have been made. 

“The amendments referred to have 
been presented to the Municipal As- 
sembly for its consideration.”

Bid of $11,000,000 From Pub- 
lisher’s Son-in-Law, Kirkwood, 
and Associates Accepted. 


PAY $2,500,000 IN CASH 


Trustees Withhold Amounts of Los- 
Ing Bide—Sale Speeds $20,000,- 
000 Nelson Art Gallery. 


KANSAS CITY, July 12 (.—Sale of 
the Kansas City Star and its niorning 
edition, The Kansas City Times, to the 
present management, for years asso- 
ciated with Colonel -William Rockhill 
Nelson, founder of The Star, was an- 
nounced tonight by the trustees of the 
newspaper estate. 

The successful bid for the properties 
was submitted by a group headed by 
Irwin Kirkwood, present.editor of The 
Star, and son-in-law of Mr. Nelson, 
and A. F. Seested, for years general 
manager of the newspapers. 

The purchase price was $11,000,000. 
Seven other bids had been received by 
the trustees. The amounts offered by 
the unsuccessful bidders were not an- 
nounced by the trustees. 

Colonel Nelson’s will provided for the 
sale of the newspapers within two 
years after the death of his daughter, 
Laura Nelson Kirkwood, to the highest 
and best bidder.

R. B. SCOTT PLEADS 
GUILTY OF MURDER 


Then Hears Testimony That His 
Brother Russell Actually 
Killed Drug Clerk. 


COURT DEMANDS EVIDENCE 


Chicago Judge Declines to Act on 
Plea Until Prosecution’s Wit- 
nesses Are Called. 


CHICAGO, July 12 (%).—Three times 
today Robert B. Scott insisted upon 
placing his life in jeopardy, and with- 
in an hour after acceptance of his de- 
cision to throw himself upon the 
mercy of the court he heard testi- 
mony that his brother, Russell L. T. 
Scott, actually committed the murder 
to which he pleaded guilty. 

Arraigned for the slaying of Joseph 
Maurer, a 17-year-old drug clerk, who 
was killed April 2, 1924,, when the 
Scotts robbed a downtown pharmacy, 
and for which Russell has been sen- 
tenced to death, Robert nodded his 
head when his attorney, William Scott 
Stewart, said: 

“We plead guilty, your Honor.” 

Desirous of leaving no loophole for 
further court delay, the prosecutors 
insisted that Judge William N. Gem- 
mill should explain to Scott the pos- 
sible. consequences of his plea, that 
the minimum sentence was fount:en 
years’ imprisonment and the maxi- 
mum death, 

“My attorney has explained that,” 
put in Scott. 

Judge Gemmill, névertheless, 

peunded the law and asked: ° 
“Do you persist in your plea?’’. 
“I do, your Honor,” Scott replied. 


Judge Calls for ‘Evidence, 


“That places a heavy responsibility 
upon the Court,” said Judge Gemmill. 
‘I shall desire to hear the evidente 
just as fully as though the plea had 
been otherwise and a jury called.” 

Thomas H. Scott and Mrs. Rilla 
Scott, the defendant’s father- and 
mother, heard the plea of guilty. They 
had no previous information ‘that it 
would be such. 

Floyd K. Pinckney testifed that he 
entered the drug store with his wife 
to purchase candy and found Robert 
Scott guarding young Maurer, who at- 
tacked Scott, and they rolled upon the 
floor fighting for possession of a pistol, 
while Pinckney ran into the stret. 

Pinckney said he heard three shots 
fired, saw Robert Scott leap to his 
feet.and dash into the street, and saw 
another man, carrying a pistol, emerge 
from the rear and follow Robert. 

Maurer arose and seized Robert’s pis- 
tol, said Pinckney, but fell, dying with 
it in his hand. That pistol, Pinckney 
testified, was opened in his presence 
and had not been fired. 


Tell of Three Shots Fired. 


Two preceding witnesses, Charles H. 
Edison, proprietor of the drug store, 
and John Douglas, a hotel bellboy, tes- 
tified that while Robert Scott forced 
Maurer to open the cash drawer, Rus- 
sell Scott guarded them in the store 
basement, hastening upstairs when 
Robert and Maurer clashed and Maurer 
shouted for help. 

Edison and Douglas agreed that im- 
mediately after Russell ran upstairs 
three shots rang out. 

Until today the matter of responsibil- 
ity for the actual.slaying had beep 
clouded. All during Russell’s two-year 
fight to escape the gallows, first by a 
changed plea when the initial judge 
indicated he would impose the death 
sentence, and then by obtaining a jury 
verdict of inganity, it was indicated 
that Robert had fired the fatal shot. 

The last sentence recently was va- 
cated,, however, when another jury 
found Russell sane, and he is now 
under sentence to be hanged Oct. 15. 

Robert Scott was brought back to 
Chicago from the California State 
prison, where he was serving under 
the alias of John Redding. 


THREE SOLDIERS GUILTY. 


They Are Held Responsible for 
Liquor Offense at Sesquicentennial. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 12 (4).— 
The arrest of seventeen soldiers in the 
vicinity of the Sesquicentennial exposi- 
tion grounds on July 1, accused of giv- 
ing liquor to girls, has been investi- 
gated by the commanding officer of 
Camp Anthony Wayne at the exposi- 
tion grounds, who. found that only 
three men were involved in the liquor 
law violation. 

It was developed that the violation 
took place two miles from the camp 


and outside the exposition grounds.

The thirteen others recovered when 
the submarine was opened in drydock 
here on Friday, have been claimed by 


relatives for burial near the homes of 
the families. 

The Naval Board of Inquiry con- 
tinued hearings at the navy yard into 
the grounding of the submarine tow 
on Man o’ War Reef Wednesday morn- 
ing within sight of the drydock. Cap- 
tain George C. Carmine of the Coast 
Guard, who had charge of Coast Guard 
boats that escorted the tow down the 
East River, testified that in his opinion 
Pilot J. W. Horton showed a lack of 
knowledge of the depth of the channel 
below the reef when he ordered the 
Sagamore and Iuka to swing to the 
left so close to the rocks.

King’s Trip Is Taken to Indicate 
Stability in Sofla—No Politl- 
cal Significance Seen, ‘ 
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VIENNA, July 12.—The destination 
of and reasons for the incognito for- 
eign trip of King Boris of Bul a 
continue to excite speculation, but ru- 
mors that it is due to political trou- 
bles are discounted by the absence of 
any reports from Bulgaria tending to 
confirm them. 

The Bulgarian Minister here explains 
that he has not received any details 
officially, but he accepts the press re- 
ports that the King has gone on a 
holiday to Switzerland. He says he 
doubts that King Boris will visit his 
father, the former King Ferdinand, 
whom he has not seen for eight years. 

From a source close to King Boris’s 
brother, Prince .Cyril, who is still in 
Vienna, it is learned that Boris, in- 
stead of going to Switzerland, has 
gone to his father’s big estate at Pred- 
na, near Murany, in Czechoslovakia. 
The informant also ;denies that there 
is any political significance in the 
trip, and doubts that the King will 
meet his father. Ferdinand is re- 
ported to be now on his estate at Co- 
burg, Germany. 

The Bulgarian Minister here cites 
the receipt of his usual routine tele- 
grams from the Sofia Foreign Office 
as proof that all is calm there. He 
maintains that the fact that the King 
was able to leave the kingdom now 
for the first time since he mounted 
the throne shows how peaceful and 
settled the situation has become, 


Geneva Without Information. 


GENEVA, Switzerland, July 12 (4).— 
The mystery surrounding King Boris’s 
departure from Bulgaria was deepened 
today when the Bulgarian Legation 
here told The Associated Press it was 
without information of the King’s re- 
ported intention of coming to Geneva 
or even of taking a voyage abroad. 

A report from Vienna that Boris was 
contemplating abdication, as well as 
another report that he was undertak- 
ing preliminary steps to an engage- 
ment with Princess Giovanna of Italy 
are dismissed here as without founda- 
tion. 

PARIS, July 12 (4).—The Bulgarian 
Legation here today categorically de- 
nied the report emanating from Vienna 
that King Boris intended to abdicate. 


“Too Busy to Marry.” 


Bulgaria’s young bachelor King, Bo- 
ris, only recently said that he was too 
busy helping to restore his country to 
bother about looking for a wife. 

The thirty-two-year-old sovereign, 
who is affectionately called: ‘‘our fos- 
ter son” by the old women peazants of 
Bulgaria, recently received a staff cor- 
respondent for The Associated Press 
near the royal palace outside of Sofia. 
Instead of appearing in regal splendor, 
the king was mounted on a tractor, 
which he was. trying out on one of 
his farms. Dismounting from the ma- 
chine, he greeted the correspondent, 
who had become acquainted with him 
several years before. 

Discussing a possible visit of King 
Boris to the United States, the cor- 
respondent said: ‘‘Perhaps when you 
do go to the United States you will 
marry an American girl. That will es- 
tablish a real family bond between the 
two countries.” 

The King laughed heartily and said: 

“T told you once before that my 
throne at present is not strong enough 
to support two heads. , Also it is the 
custom in Bulgaria for the son in the 
faniily to get his sisters married off 
first before he can marry himself. It 
is true I have got one of my sisters 
married, but now I must look around 
for a husband for the second. Then 
I shall be free to look around for a 
fair companion for my own house- 
hold.” 

King Boris,

Mortgage Sales Corporation stock, the 
firm by which both were employed. 
The stock was valued at $1,600, but 
David 8S. Levy, President of the cor- 
poration, said that the total of Daw- 
son’s thefts amounted to $23,000, 

Dawson, before sentence was imposed, 
insisted that the forgery of the two 
shares, which he sold for $690, was his 
only misdeed, but, in answer to a ques- 
tion by the Court, he admitted that his 
father had offered to make restitution 
to the amount, of $11,500 to the cor- 
poration. i 

Mr. Levy told the Court that Daw- 
son had been employed in a confiden- 
tial capacity for twenty-one months up 
to last January, when it was discov- 
ered that he had forged Mr. Zellner’s 
name in the cahe ggg February. Mr. 
Levy added that the young man had 
free access to the corporation’s funds 
and that his honesty never was ques- 
tioned until the forgery was dis- 
covered. 

In a report submitted to Judge Le- 
vine by Probation Officer Kimball it 
was revealed that.Dawson had signed 
a confession in the District Attorney’s 
office in which he said that lavish 
spending in the theatrical district was 
responsible for his downfall. Dawson 
said that he had maintained an ex- 
pensive apartment on Riverside Drive, 
where he entertained chorus girls and 
others of the theatrical profession, and 
also hired an automobile and a 
chauffeur. 

Judge Levine referred to the fact 
that many friends of the Dawson 
family had written to him urging 
clemency. It also developed that 
Supreme Court Justice Arthur S58. 
Tompkins of Rockland County had in- 
terceded with District Attorney Ban- 
ton in' the young man’s behalf, saying 
that he had known the defendant’s 
family for many years. A letter from 
Are D. Smith of 13 Dekalb Ave- 
nue, White Plains, said that the ac- 
cused had been actively identified with 
Sunday school work up to the time of 
his arrest.

Feliu, now a popular Havana stock 
company actor, said that shortly after 
the explosion he commandeered a 
small boat and rowed toward the 
twisted and battered hulk of the 
Maine. He found Rau floating in 
the water, apparently unconscious, 
and pulled him into the boat. 

“T rowed as quickly as possible to 
the Machina wharf," Feliu said.

KOREANS INDIGNANT 
OVER BRANDING OF BOY, 


Court Action Is Expected Against 
American Missionary Who Mal- 
treated a Native Lad. 





TOKIO, July 12 (.—Consul General 
Ransford 8. Miller at Seoul, Korea; 
has reported to, the American Am< 
bassador here that a wave of indig- 
nation recently swept Korea as the 
result of the publication of a story 


of how an _ American missionary 
branded the cheeks of a Korean boy, 
thief with .acid. 

Consul General Miller says he veri- 
fied details of the incident, which 
were also published in Korean papers, 
as follows: 

“Dr. C. A. Haysmeir, a Seventh Day 
Adventist medical missionary from 
Minnesota, connected with the mission 
at Pingyang, caught a young boy, 
stealing apples from an _ orchard, 
Haysmeir summond the boy’s mother, 
threatening to turn the boy over to 
the police. The mother pleaded with 
him not to do so. The missionary 
then called a nurse and told her to 
bring some acid. With this he painted 
the Korean word ‘thief’ on each 
cheek. 

“The incident occurred last Septem- 
ber and was believed to have been 
forgotten until recently, when the boy 
was forced to quit school because of 
the ridicule to which he was subjected 
over his burned cheeks. Then the 
story was made public with wide- 
spread indignation. 

“The missionary paid the boy’s mo- 
ther 620 yen (about $310) and also 
offered a public apology, saying hé 
did not believe at the time the acid 
would leave a permanent mark.” 

Reports to vernacular newspapers 
say that notwithstanding the payment 
and apology it is expected charges 
will be filed against Haysmeir by the 
Korean prefectural courts.

Again, Railways Higher— 
Money 412, Francs Decline. 


Quite aside from the Stock Hx- 
change, there were several interesting 
movements on yesterday’s markets. 
Wheat prices for Autumn delivery de- 
clined slightly; a natural enough re- 
sponse to the crop report dent out by 
the Government Saturday afternoon, 
with its. handsomely increased ‘‘indi- 
cated yield’ on Winter wheat and a 
forecast for the Spring crop substan- 
tially higher than the private es- 
timates. Cotton, continuing the fall in 
price which began on Saturday, after 
a week in which the department’s very 
large crop estimate of July 2 had been 
ignored by the speculative market, 
went yesterday under the previous low 
price of June. At 17% cents a pound, 
the spot price yesterday reached a 
figure not matched since April 1%, 
1922, 

On the foreign exchange market, the 
franc also fell below its previous low- 
record price, which had been touched 
last Friday, just before the question of 
a vote of confidence came up in the 
Deputies. Since the majority obtained 
by Briand in that vote, although nar- 
row, had by no means been predicted 
in the market, Saturday’s recovery in 
the franc seemed reasonable, and noth- 
ing had subsequently occurred to 
change the situation—unless, indeed, it 
was thought that Sunday’s pathetic 
public demonstration of the ‘‘mutilés’’ 
at Paris would insure the Chamber's 
vote against ratifying the Washington 
debt agreement. But a point has been 
reached in which bold speculation must 
be allowed for as a dominant influ- 
ence.

quences of the continued coal strike and 
on the course of sterling exchange. 
In May the “general strike,” through 
upsetting transportation facilities, cut 
down imports even more than exports, 
and thus created no additional balance 
of payments on merchandise account. 
Most people had not thought that re- 
sult a possibility in June. The gen- 
eral stvyike was settled before that 
month, but the embargo on coal pro- 
duction was rapidly exhausting the 
fuel reserves of other industries and 
thereby, presumably, impeding ex- 
port of other goods than coal, while it 
also seemed that imports might be 
actually stimulated by the curtail- 
ment of home industrial produc- 
tion. Yet the actual figures for 
last month hardly bear out either ex- 
‘pectation. 

Naturally, imports and exports both 
increased substantially over May, the 
increase of irfports being larger.

The net result is that last month’s sur- 
plus of imports, although considerably 
larger than in May, is almost exactly 
the same as in April and actually less 
than in June of 1925. This is at least 
a partial explanation of the surpris- 
ing strength of, sterling during recent 
weeks. It is not clear how the ex- 
port trade was kept up so well last 
month; but the figures show that, 
thus far at any rate, England has not 
suffered either in her foreign or home 
trade in consequence of the coal 
blockade, as severely as there was rea- 
son ‘to imagine.

Reported About Closed. 





VALUE AROUND $20,000,000 


Flelschmann Family and Employes 
Retain Majority Interest—Rise 
In Market Is Explained. 


After months of negotiations, in: 
which several prominent banking 
groups in Wall Street were bidders, a 
minority interest in the Fleischmann 
Company, largest manufacturers of 
yeast in the world, is reported about 
to be sold to interests identified with 
J. P. Morgan & Co. This minority 
interest under negotiation represents a 
part of the holdings of Max C. Fleisch- 
mann, Chairman of the board and a 
brother of the late Julius Fleischmann. 
It is said to represent between 400,000 
and 500,000 shares of stock. 

By the agreement now being nego- 
tiated, and on which no formal an- 
noyncement is likely, the interests 
about to acquire the block of stock 
will also agree with the sellers that 
they will look after the interest of the 
balance of holders of the stock, so far 
as the market for the shares is con- 
cerned. At present quotations of ap- 
proximately $52 per share the deal 
would involve upward of $20,000,000. 
It is believed that slightly less than 
this total will be paid, however, since 
the stock has advanced quickly within 
the last few days. This upward move- 
ment, which was a puzzle to Wall 
Street, is now explained by the news 
of negotiations under way. 

Mr. Fleischmann, other members of 
the Fleischmann family and employes 
of the company hold control by a large 
majority of shares and, it is asserted, 
have no intention of permitting con- 
trol of the company to pass from the 
hands of the Fleischmann family. On 
the other hand, Max C. Fleischmann, 
desiring to spend a large part of each 
year in California, and to give less of 
his time to business, wished to obtain 
the affiliation of a strong banking 
group which would look after the in- 
terests of the corporation in the finan- 
cial district. Mr. Fleischmann remains 
the owner of considerably more than 
1,000,000 shares of the stock in the 
corporation. 

The Fleischmann family and em- 
ployes of the company own 78 per cent. 
of the entire capital stock of 4,500,000 
shares. outstanding. Of this amount 
the employes own 40 per cent. The 
balance is held by the family and is 
afloat in the open market. 

Julius Fleischmann, who owned 265,- 
000 shares of the ole stock,- which was 
increased to 795,000 shares through a 
3 for 1 split-up on Nov. 10, stip- 
ulated by his will that his shares, left 
to his family and to the company, 
might not be sold for three years after 
his death. The majority of stock sub- j. 
‘scribed to by employes also will be 
held in escrow tor five years. There- 
fore, to complete the sale of a minority 
interest, in order to provide banking 
affiliation, it was necessary for Max 
C. Fleischmann to self\some of his 
shares. 

At the office of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
no information on the reported deal 
was available yesterday, officials of 
the bank saying they preferred not to 
discuss it. None of the officials of 
the Fleischmann Company could be 
reached !ast night. 

The Fleischmann Company, started 
in 1905 by the Fleischmann family of 
Cincinnati, is one of the most success- 
ful whose shares are quoted on the 
New York Stock Exchange. It had 
net tangible assets at the close of 
last year of approximately $40,000,000, 
and its sales have grown from $27,- 
520,606 in 1917, to $56,645,813 last year. 
Its capital was increased last year 
from 1,500,000 shares to 4,500,000 shares, 
holders of the old stock receiving three 
new shares for each old on held. A 
dividend of $2 regular, with 25 cents 
extra, is now paid annually on the new 
shares. This stock sold in the open 
market at 32% early this year, but has 
since sold at 56%. It closed yesterday 
at 52%.

Another move was made yesterday 
by the Anti-Stock Fraud Bureat of 
the Attorney General’s office against | 
the New York Petroleum Exchange, 
Inc. Application was madé to Justice 
Cropsey; in the Supreme Court, Brook- 
lyn, for an injunction to restrain the 
Exchange, John M. Walsh, Chairman 
of the directors, and Lillian Foley 
from gelling membérships, An. order 
to. show cause was issued. 

Deputy. Attorney General Mackey 
Rackow of Keyes Winter's staff made 
the application. It was alleged that. 
the Exchange had advertised state-' 
inents that it would open for business 
at 30 Broad Street. These advertise- 


“ments, the Attorney General charges, | 


contain assertions that are not true. 
Mr. Rackow is authority for the state- 
ment. that ‘‘seats” on the Exchange 
have "been sold at from $500 to $750 
each. There, have been 170 seats sold, 
-out of a total of 1,000. 

Attorney General Ottinger a ean 
seeking for some time to stop. the 
operations of those behind the . Ex- 
change. .Two months ago he obtained 
an order from Justice Carswell, re- 
straining the. organization from: sell- 
ing stocks, bonds, notes or certificates 
of membership, That order was like- 
wise directed against Walsh and Miss 
Foley, the latter described as an agent 
of the concern. 

At that time it was asserted that 

» “since the formation of the Exchange 
in 1918 the Exchange has not’ func- 
tioned as a public trading market nor 
has it even attempted to function as 
such.” Mr. Rackow alsq alleged at 
the time, with reference Walsh and 
Miss Foley: ‘‘To further their scheme 


to defraud they persuaded the public{ Govt. deposits. »1T53°688,000 88,905,000 


to participate in, certain oil mergers 
formulated by . Walsh-and Miss 
Foley and which were. never in fact 
represented to the public in their true 
form.” 

It was also charged that the Ex- 
change ‘had represented that it had a 
branch in Chicago; and that it claimed 
to have~purchased a large building 
here for its purposes, though it devel- 
oped it had only an option on such a 
building. 

Last May Miss Foley was arrested 
in connection with a check transac 
tion a check for $250 she had given 
being returned marked “insufficient 
funds.” Judg Koenig, in General Ses- 
sions, freed’ the young woman on her 
own recognizance, pointing out there 
was nothing to show that Miss Foley 
had intended fraud when she passed 
the check.

“T have come to have the feeling,’ 
seid Dr. Harris, “that there should be 
® permaneent Fair Price Commission, 
made up of economists familiar with 
the dairy situation; dairy experts who 
are not, however, interested commer- 
cially in the industry; a citizens’ group 
to represent the consumers, and the 

"Health Commissioner. This commission 
ought to determine fair prices for. what 
is; in effect,-a public utility and-have 
full power to investigate the cost of 
production. . There is no question but 

. what the middlemen are making far 
Thore than they are entitled to. Some 
of the large milk distributing compa- 
nies have two scales of prices. They 
sell milk to large wholesale jobbers at 
from $3.20 to $3.40 a can and charge 
the individual stores $4 a can for the 
same milk.”’ 

Mutual recriminations and charges 
were made at a conference in Dr. 
Harris’s office yesterday by repre- 
sentatives of three groups in the milk 
industry~the Milk Dealers Chamber 
of Commerce, the Retail: Grocers’ As- 
sociation and the independent. dealers. 

Dr. Harris said that the cutting of 
prices was employed to gain customers’ 
and that, once they had been - ob- 
tained, prices were promptly advanced. 
Independent dealers, Dr. Harris said, 
had in some instances paid retail 
stores $200 a can for standing orders 
for milk. 

“I am happy to see the consumers 
get the lower price,’’ Dr. Harris said, 
“but I am opposed to manipulation 
such as existed when Danziger ' Was in 

wer. It was charged today by mem- 

ers of the Milk Dealers Chamber of 
Commerce that some of Danziger’s 
former employes are again threatening 
and cajoling small storekeepers. 

“In view of the situation, I asked 
the representatives of the grocers to 
unite and agree not to be mulcted.. I 
told them to report to me any effort 
on the part of groups df dealers to 
raise their prices and promised that 
I would deal drastically with such 
cases.”’

DENIES THE CLARK CLAIMS 


Widow Says Three Womens Father 
Was Not the Senator. 


Special to The New York Times: 

BUTTE, Mont., July 12.—Trial of the 
suit of the three Missouri women for 
shares, as alleged daughters, in the 
$47,000,000 estate of the late Senator 
William Andrews Clark of Montana, 
came to a climax this afternoon when 
Mrs. Anna A. Clark, widow of one 
William A. Clark, who died in Butte 
three months ago, took. the stand. 
She testified that formerly she was 
Anna Almeda Pierce, and that she 
married the claimants’ father .in\ Hel- 
ena, Mont., on Oct. 16, 1880, less than 
14 months after he had deserted his 
wife and three daughters in Stewar'ts- 
ville, Mo. 

The woman, 68 years old, said brief- 
ly that she had known ‘William A. 
Clark, father of the plaintiffs, for 
many years at Stewartsville. She re- 
lated that he left his drug business in 
the Missouri village and came to Mon- 
tana in August, 1879, while she re- 
mained in Missouri until September of 
the following year before joining’ him 
at Helena. 

Before a court room filled with star- 
ing spectators she declared that she 
and her husband had resided con- 
tinuously in Montana from the time 
of their marriage until her husband’s 
death on April 23, 1926. 

Like other witnesses for the Clark 
estate, this Mrs. Clark declared that 
the claimants’ father’s name was Wil- 
liam Anderson Clark, not William An- 
drews Clark. She also identified 
photographs introduced by the Clark 
estate as pictures of the William A. 
Clark of Stewartsville whom she mar- 
ried after he had deserted his: familly. 

Samples of his handwriting also 
were identified ‘by her. 

She had seen Senator Clark several 
times, she said, and never could see 
any resemblance to her husband. 

An attempt to introduce a sworn 
statement, which the witness’s hus- 
band is alleged to have made shortly 
before his death, brought.on a lengthy 
argument which caused the Court to 
announce that his decision on the in- 
strument’s admissibility would be de- 
“ferred until tomorrow morning, when 

cross-examination of Mrs. Clark will 
be begun.

LONDON, July 12.—Parther protest 
against the presence in England of 
Coun: von Bernstorff as the repre- 
sentative of the League of Nations 
movement in Germany is made by Sir 
Valentine Chirol, former foreign editor 
of The London Timeés, in a letter ad- 
dressed to the Chairman of the Chel- 
sea branch of the, League of. Nations 
Union, 

This letter, which deprecated | the 
idea of von Bernstorff appéaring on 
public platforms in this country, was 
referred to Professor Gilbert Murray 
as Chairman of the League of Nations 
Union, 'who replied that, as von Bern- 
storff had -been accepted in Germany 
as the leader of the League of Nations 
movement, had spoken publicly at a 
meeting of the Federation of League 
of Nations Societies in France and 
Poland, and would almost certainly be 
one of the: German delegates at -the 
assembly at ‘Geneva when Germany. is 
admitted to the League, it would have 
been diplomatically impossible for the 
Union to refuse to meet him. 

Sir Valentine, not satisfied with this 
reasoning, has sent a reply to Pro- 
fessor Murray in which he says: 


Recalls the Lusitania. 


“I must still hold that for the former 
German Ambassador to the United 
States during the early years of the 
war, closely associated in the minds of 
Englishmen with the sinking of the 


Lusitania, not to speak of all the plots 
and deeds of violence notoriously en- 
gineered by his military and naval at- 
tachés at Washington, to have been 
selected to speak over, here as an ex- 
ponent of ague principles and ap- 
pear on public platforms under the 
aegis of the League of Nations Union 
falls little short of an outrage on in- 
ternational decency and must neces- 
sarily tend to create a strong reaction 
against the movement for reconcilia- 
tion with Germany which the League 
of Nations Union has been working to 
promote. 

“It is only eleven years since a Ger- 
man submarine torpedoed without a 
word of werning the great liner Lusi- 
tania while on a voyage from New 
York to Liverpool and sent her to the 
bottom of the sea with over a thou- 
sand souls, including hundreds of wo- 
men and children, and the German 
Embassy in Washington exulted in the 
deed, which there is evidence to show 
it had foreseen and which Germany 
glorified by striking special medals ef 
commemoration. 

“There is no other incident of the 
German submarine warfare or of the 
whole war which Englishmen find it 
more difficult to forget and forgive, 
and there is no name which can evoke 
more painfully than’Count von Bern- 
storff’s one of the most sinister mem- 
ories of the war for all Englishmen, 
and for many of them even more poig- 
nant memories of personal loss than 
any that derive from the ordinary cas- 
ualties of war on land or on sea.”’ 


Further Defends Bernstorff. 


Professor Murray has also written a 
letter to The London Times taking ex- 
ception to its editorial remark that “‘it 
is intolerable that von Bernstorff 


should appear publicly in this country 
as an ardent humanitarian.’’ Profes- 
sor Murray maintains that Von Bern- 
storff when German Ambassador at 


*| Washington was strongly opposed to 


unrestricted submarine warfare and 
the various outrages which tended to 
alienate America from Germany. 

This is shown,” says Mr. Murray, 
“‘by his own books and by the attacks 
made upon him since the war by the 
- military party in Germany, and is con- 
firmed by Colonel House’s memoirs 
and to an article in the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica.”’ 

Professor Murray proceeds: “It is 
perfectly clear that if we are to have 
any effective League of Nations we 
must have amnesty in the matter of 
war charges and a truce from those 
angry memories which every nation 
can summon up only too easily. And 
I do know that from the moment the 
war ceased von Bernstorff has thrown 
himself uncompromisingly into the 
work for the League of Nations move- 
ment_in Germany.and has faced both 
unpopularity and danger in that cause 
with unflagging courage.” .

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., July 12.— 
With a total appropriation of $25,257,- 
001 for land and $8,331,000 for improve- 
ments in the four years of its exist- 
ence, the Westchester County Park 
Commission has: provided the county 
with a park system embracing 15,289 
acres of park and parkway lands, nine 
miles of shore and beaches, and 140 
miles of parkways. This was revealed 
today in the fourth annual report of 
the commission, filed with the Board 
of Supervisors by V. Everit Macy, 
President of the commission. 


| struction and improvement work on 
the Saw Mill River Parkway, Hutch- 
inson River Parkway, and the work 
on Glen Island at New Rochelle, Man- 
ursing Island at Rye, Kingsland Point, 
off Tarrytown; Croton Point, Silver 
Lake Park in White Plains, and Mo- 
hansic Park in. the northern section 
of the county. New projects approved 
during. the year were the Briarcliff- 
Peekskill Parkway, the Blue Mountain 
Reservation and the extension of the 
Saw Mill River Parkway from Chap- 
paqua to Katonah. 

While pointing out that during the 
last year the commission had acquired 
643 parcels of land: and that condem- 


in all but thirteen of the acquisitions, 
the report scores land owners and 
speculators, ‘‘whose extortionate de- 
mands caused the Park Commission to 
abandon the Croton River-Tarrytown- 
White Plains cross-country parkway 
and part of the Mamaroneck River 
parkway projects.” 

“During the latter part of 1925,” the 
report says, ‘‘an impression apparently 
developed in the minds of some land 
owners and speculators that extor- 
tionate prices could be asked because 
appropriations aggregating many mil- 
lions of dollars had been authorized.”

priation for the Bronx Parkway ex- 
tension: from Kensico Dam to Bear 
Mountain Bridge.
